The ferryboat Minnie of Alton was in 
the same class with Bud Dozier yester- 
day.

The owners of the boat believe the an- 
chor was stolen, but they don’t know 
whom to suspect.

The plysician, with his stetho- 
scope, had counted 14 regular strokes 
of the heart and had so told the Sen- 
ator. In a strong voice Mr. Dolliver re- 
plied: ‘‘That’s good; the most I have 
been able to get is seven.’’ Two more 
beats of the heart and two very faint 
ones again and Mr. Dolliver was dead.

At the close of Congress, Senator Dol- 
liver announced that the would take a 
long rest and would go to New Mex- 
ico to recuperate his health.

About two weeks ago he 
went to Jones Junction, Io., on busi- 
ness and while there he contracted a 
heavy cold. It was feared for a time 
that he had contracted pneumonia. He 
was unable to shake off his illness and 
a week ago, on the advice of physi- 
cians, he took to his bed. . 

Physicians diagnosed his case as acute 
indigestion, which interferred with his 
heart action.

Mr. Durand gave out also a letter from 
'President Taft directing that persons 
implicated in the alleged frauds should 
he prosecuted. 

Cities specifically mentioned as being 
affected by the frauds, are Tacoma, 
Seattle and Aberdeen, Wash.; Portland, 
Ore.: Minneapolis, Minn.; Boise, 
idaho, and Fort Smith, Ark.; but it is 
said there are many others. 

The result of a second enumeration of 
Tacoma, Wash., was announced tonight. 
The city shows a population of $2,972. an 
ircrease of 45,258, or 120 per cent over the 
population of 1900, when the population 
was 37,714. 

33,2906 Names Added, 

The first figures turned in for 
Tacoma were 116,248 In other words, 
the actual population was padded to 
the extent of 33,296, which would 
have stech further addition of 40 
per cent. 

These additions were made in 34 
cut of the 73 enumeration districts in 
Tacoma. In some of these districts 
the number reported proved to be sev- 
eral times greater than the actual 
pepulation. In 10 districts, the first 
enumeration showed 29,753 names, 
whereas the correct number was 
fcund to be 11,646.

“boarders” or “lodgers,” to various 
houses in their districts. 

In other words, the director states, 
the enumerators deliberately made the 
false statement that these persons were 
resident at this or that particular strect 
number, although the enumerators knew 
nothing whatever with regard to the 
names so fraudulently added. 

The Director says the Census Bu- 
reau's work in rechecking or recount- 
ing the popalation of these “padderi”’ 
districts in Tacoma was done with the 
greatest care, in order that the full 
population might be ascertained.

, The gir] killed herself with a shot- 
gun at 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
two hours after Creely’s funeral and an 
hour after she promised Coroner Rolla 
Bracy to make a confession of her 
knowledge of the murder. From _ her 
words, Dr. Bracy believes that she was 
a. witness of the. slaying and of the 
mutilation of Creely’s body. His nose 
and right ear were severed, his tongue 
was cut out, the flesh was sliced from 
his face and he was scalped. Her death, 
the county authorities believe, may have 
_ Temoved the only possessor of the solu- 
tion to the mystery of Creely’s murder. 
Her Arrest Was Urged. 
Constable Bode of Wellston says she 
ftated that she had met Creely fre- 
quently at the straw stack on the 
Bauduy farm beside which his body was 


_» found at noon Wednesday. Her affec- 


tation of an inability to understand 
questions put to her at the inquest into 
Creely’s death excited Coroner Bracy’s 
suspicions. 
After the inquest, Deputy Sheriff 
Campbell urged that the girl be arrest- 
#¢d. Constable Mueller of Florisant 
refused to consent. Coroner Bracy went 
at 11 o'clock yesterday morning to the 
Benson home, which is 100 yards from

An inquest held last night by: Cor- 
oner Bracy over Ella Benson’s body 
resulted in a verdict of suicide. Dr. 
Bracy said that he would order sey- 
eral arrests after the girl’s funeral. 

Creely was 28 years old and a spe- 
cial deputy constable at the aviation 
field. His family settled near Fior- 
issant in the eighteenth century. 
Their name was then spelled Crislis, 
the pronunciation of which in French 
approximated the Anglicized form of 
Creely.

PROMISED IN RAGE 
BILL BRIGE CASE 


Congressman Promises Inter- 
esting Disclosures When 
He Testifies. 








Ry Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—So many de- 
velopments have followed the arrest 
of former State Senator Frank J. 
Gardner of Brooklyn at Scranton, 
Pa. on a charge of trying to bribe 
former State Senator, now Congress- 
man, Otto G. Foelker, to vote against 
the Hughes anti-betting bills, that 
the matter has overshadowéd the 
campaign in certain political and 
financial circles. A dispatch from 
Scranton today announces that Gard- 
ner has abandoned his fight against 
extradition. “Ie has expressed his 
willingness to return to New York 
and pleaq to the indictment found 
against him yesterday afternoon, and 
has promised to surrender himself In 
New York not later than next Thurs- 
day. 

Foelker will appear Before the Leg- 
islative Graft Investigating Commit- 
tee next week and will swear that 
he was offered money to oppose the 
Hughes bills by others than Gardner. 

New evidence is coming into the 
hands of M. Linft Bruce, counsel] for 
the investigating committee, which 
will make necessary the calling of 
members of the Jockey Club to give 
testimony as to their knowledge of a 
fund sent to Albany to defeat the 
bills. . 
Fund Said to Be $500,000. 

August Belmont was in charge of 
the fight against the measures, but 
he conducted it along the lines of 
argument and at the time the bills 
were in the Tgislature it was gener- 
ally understood that the Jockey Club 
had not put up a cent outside of 
legitimate fees for counsel and in- 
cidental expenses. 

The amount of the alleged corrup- 
tion fund, part of which is said te 
have been offered to Foelker, has 
grown on the wings of gossip from 
$100,000 to $500,000. If it is true that 
money was on hand in Albany and if 
the Jockey Club did not contribute 
it, the investigators woul@q like to 
know where it came from. 

“I am going before the Legislative 
Committee and tell all I know about 
attempts to bribe me,’ said Con- 
gressman Foelker this afternoon. “It 
is safe to say that there will be sen- 
sational disclosures. Nothing like 
the full truth has come out as yet. 
Others than Gardner tried to get to 
me, but, of course, I cannot say any- 
thing more definite about that until 
I get on the witness stand.”

59,900 NAMES CUT OFF 


Registration 15,000 in Excess 
of 1908 After Whole- 
sale Scratching. 


After completing the revisfon of reg- 
istration last night, the Board of .Hlec- 
tion Commissioners found that there 
still remained on the lists the names 
of 169,882 voters, who will be eligible 
to cast ballots on Nov. 8. 

To this number, the largest ever at- 
tained in St. Louis, the registration of 
persons who were " giok or absent on 
Sept. 22 will, it is expected, add about 


1500... names. 

It is estimated that 59,900 names were 
removed from the registration books ay | 
the revisers. Notwithstanding thiu 
wholesale scratching, the registration 
will be more than 15,000 in excess of 
that of 1908. 

The increases were most notable in 
the wards of the South Side, the south- 
western and the northwestern sections 
of the city. 


Slight Gains in River Wards. 
There are gains in the river wards, but 


they were slight compared with some 
in the South and West Ends. The big- 
gest registration was that in the Twen- 
ty-seventh Ward, where 8331 voters re- 
corded themselves. That was 2276 more 
than were on the books prior to the 
municipal election of 1909. 

In the Thirteenth Ward there were left 
on the Hsts after revision a total of 
7262 names, or 181 more than in 1909. 
The Twenty-first Ward has 6299 elig- 
ibles—1170 more than 18 months ago. 

The distinction of having the largest 
number of voters in ary one precinct 
was taken from the Twenty-fourth 
Ward by the Twenty-seventh. The thir- 
teenth precinct of the Twenty-seventh 
Ward contains 1361 voters. The eighth 
precinct of the same ward hag a total 
of 1190 voters.

lation, there are 765,000 people in St. 
Louis. The recent census credited the 
city with a population of about 66,000 
less than that.

Ace : 7 Expert in Detection of Speak-Easies 
a@used Arrests and' Fines Constantly, but 
Not Check the Illegal Sale 


: st : | Teday’ 8 article tells how Worcester, Mass., became so disgusted 
‘the lawlessness that reigned under prohibitory conditions that it 





In 1909 there were 313 United 
States. revenue licenses held in Wor- 
cester for the sale of liquor and 
every one of them was held by an 
illegal dispenser. This year there 
are 288 guch licenses held in the city 
and every one of them is held by a 
man regularly authorized by the 
State of Massachusetts to sell liquor. 

“We do not pretend to say we got 
them all last year,” said Revenue 
Collector Gill, who has charge of the 
Third District of Massachusetts, in 
which Worcester is situated, “The 
larger ones paid up for they feared a 
raid from the Federal authorities 
more than they did one from the local 
authorities. But the petty dealers, 
the boarding house keepers who sold 
only to their boarders, the ‘bootleg- 
gers’ and others of that stripe, we 
did not get. It was impossible. But 
every man we have this year is 
straight. There are no illegal sellers 
licensed by Uncle Sam in Worcester 
today. The’ police of that city work 
with us and aided us last year in 
getting the number we did. This 
year they know every man who takes 
out @ Federal license and they are 
all all right.” 

No man in all Worcester is better 
able to discuss this question intelli- 
gently than Chief of Police David A. 
Matthews. Thirty years he has spent 
on the Worcester police force, work- 
ing his way up from a patrolman. 
He is known among the men of his 
profession all over the country as a 
particularly able and fearless official. 
He has made a study of the subject, 
not in the serene retreat of a school 


room, but right in the streets, among 
the people who are affected by it. 


He is satisfied that Worcester will 
never again undertake the experi- 
ment of prohibition. 


Meaine’s Eixperience. 

“Prohibition has been tried and 
found wanting in all or most of New 
England,” declared the Chief. “Maine 
has experienced it for a couple of 
generations. Yet there is not a city 
in Maine where open barrooms do not 
prevail. Respect for the law has died 
out. They are breeding a race of peo- 
ple up there who laugh at the law. 
Even Maine ig disgusted with prohi- 
bition. If it were not for the illegal 
liquor sellers, who are the staunchest 
supporters of the prohibitory law, it 
would have been wiped out long ago. 
These men find it profitable to sell 
liquor under.a prohibition law. They 
are violently opposed to legalizing its 
sale. 

“We had the same fight here. There 
were practically 2000 people engaged 
in the sate of liquor in this city. The 
*‘boot- 





favorable to their side of the case. 

“The figures of arrests for drunk- 
enness show an increase under the 
license system over that of the years 
of no license. So do the figures of the 
number of alcoholic patients treated 
at the oity hospital. ‘These figures 
are being siezed upon by the anti- 
license people in an attempt to argue 
that the system as at present prac- 
tloed ig.a failure. Just on its face it 
might look soe, 

“The license here begins May 
1, From May f this year to Oct. 1 
théere were 2925 arrests for all causes in 
this city., In the corresponding months 
of last year, when there was no license, 
we made 1755 arrests. Of these totals 
1901 were made this year fer drunken- 
ness and last year, with no license, 
there were but 1215. 

“On its face this may look like an 
argument as against license, showing 
there is more drunkenness with the 
licensed saloon than without. But 
these figures are easily explained. 

“All about Worcester is dry territory. 
The result is that this city now with 
its licenses attracts peuple who former- 
ly had no incentive to come here afd. 
Arink. A large percentage of our ar- 
rests for ail causes and for drunken- 
ness are of nonresidents. 

Drunken Men Not Harbored. 

“Another thing is that saloon keepers 
do not harbor drunken men. The speak- 
easies kept them when they got drunk 
because they feared they would be ar- 
rested if they appeared drunk on the 
streets and the crime would come home. 

“The number of alcoholic cases at the 
City Hospital has increased thig yéar 
under license. Last year the months of 
May, June, July, August and Septem- 
ber respectively showed 16, 12, 20, 23 and 
18 cases each in the hospital, This year 
the same months show 41, 33, 22 and 33 
cases. I have no report yet on Septem- 
ber. , 

Facts Bebind the Figures. 

e Now there is no real comfort in 
this for the anti-license people when 
you know what is behind the figures. 
Under the rigid police rules of this 
city and the law of Massachusetts a. 
licensed saloonkeeper dare not sell to! 
persons of known intemperate habits. 
The result is the ‘bum’ element has 
taken to drinking alcohol and that 
accounts for the increase in alco- 
holic cases. These patients are prac- 
tically all from the class of liquor 
drinkers who are not allowed in sa- 
loons. 

“No license was corrupting this, 
city. The people had no sympathy 
with the law, despite the fact that it 
had been voted on at a public elec- 
tion. But the men most responsible 
for foisting it on Worcester, more so 








years by keeping , 
the no licende law went 
these boarders demanded 

that liquor be Kept in their boariting 
houses for them. It was charged te 
them as part of their board. Seem- 
ingly .{t was a perfectly innocent 
proposition. There is no reason why 
the keeping of liquor in ones heme 
should corrupt one’s family.

JAPANESE VIEW 


Mme Ozaki, Wife of. Mayor 
of Tokio, Prefers Husband 
Picked by Parents. 


‘FEWER DIVORCES THEN 


Eastern. Wife Places Family 
First, American Wife Con- 
siders Herself First. 


‘By MARGUERITE MOOERS. 
MARSHALL. 
A Special Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct.. 15.—‘The Japa- 
nese wife thinks first of her duty 
toward her family; the .American 
wife of her duty toward herself.” 

Which is Madame Yenkio Ozaki’s 
version of “The East is East and the 
West is West.” She gave it to me 
yesterday at the Hotel Astor where 
she is staying with her husband, the 
Mayor of Tokio. | 

Madame Ozaki is very slender, and 
taller than most of the women of her 
race. She has a peculiarly graceful 
walk, which somehow suggests long 


silken robes, though she wears the 
most conventional of shirt waists and 
tailored skirts. Her brown eyes are 
large and beautiful—also very seri- 
ous. Her English is flawless, for she 
was educated in London. 

“Please tell me a little about the 
pesition of the Japanese women as 
compared with ours,’ I began. 

“First of all, the Japanese woman 
is nearly always a wife,” said Madame 
Ozaki. ~ “Before she is married, she 
is not a woman, but a girl. The 
unmarried woman is decidedly the 
exception. I understand the case is 
different in America. With us all 
the young giris are looked after by 
their mothers and fathers. They are 
all carefully provided with § hus- 
bands.” 

“But we don’t think people ought 
to marry ,unless ,\they are in love,” 
I protested. 

Love a Transient Thing. 
¥ Madame Ozaki frowned a bit. 

“This love—it is a very transient 
thing,” she said, rather impatiently. 
“Tt fs not a sensible reason for mar- 
riage. It is much better for the wise 
parents to pick out good men for 
their daughters. If you adopted that 
method here you would not have. so 
many divorces. 

“There, again, the Japanese wife 
differs from the American. We have 
a much smaller number of divorces. 
That is because the wife is not all 
the time thinking of herself and what 
ts due her. She thinks of the happi- 
ness of her family, and she tries to 
make it happy, instead of imagining 
wrongs, or nursing them at least. If 
the woman of the West would sac- 
more, if she would 
strive toward the ideal of family hap- 
piness instead of individual happiness 
—then your divorces would be re- 
duced. 

“I do not believe that divorce should 
be impossible, however. Now,. one 
wrong in our system is the fact that 
the laws are not equal for men and 
women. Bither can get a divoree for 
cruelty or unfaithfulness or deser- 
tion. 

“But the injustice is that By our 
law the children always belong to 
the father, and, no matter how bad 
he is, the wife cannot take them 
away from him when she leaves him. 
So the wives will suffer almost any- 
thing rather than ask for separation. 

Children Considered a Blessing. 

“And as for the children, we have 
them in nearly every home. We can- 
sider them a blessing ang that the 
house without them is indeed unfor- 
tunate. I am told that many of 
your women do not feel like that. 

“But our women are first of all 
home-keepers. We believe it is our 
mission and our happiness to be 
wives and mothers. Of course, now 
we are being better educated in 
schools. We have even a university 
for young women. I believe thorough- 
ly in a woman’s development. Only 
I go not think it ought to affect her 
domestic relations. 


Girls Have Their Dan 
“There is no mixed society with 


us for our unmarried girls. Their 
Place is in the home. Sometimes, of 
course, they meet the friends of their 
brothers, but there its no mingling of 
a formal nature between boys and 
girls. Our girls are taught separate- 
ly in their schools and have ‘their 
tennis games and dances to them- 
selves. 

“Have we any suffragettes? No, 
our women have done nothing with 
that movement. We have many wom- 
en workers for better education, but 
not for politics. As for myself, I 
taink unmarried women who own 
rroperty should: have the right to 
vote, but I do not think they should 
hold office or appear on the public 
platform. I do not think it would 
be womanly, refined. 

“There is noe other big difference 
betwen our women’s lives and yours 
—as we grow older we are held in

It is expected that the presentation will 
be made at either the first or second 
game of the World's series in Philadel- 
phia, which means the presentation will 
take place on Monday of Tuesday. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Lajole 
was credited with elght hits in St. Louis 
on Sunday, 
put up by Cobb during the season. Even 
Yafter counting the hits the Detroit siug- 
ger had a slight lead. Secretary Robert 
McRoy, of the American League, made 
known the official figures and they 
read: Cobb, .384.9; Lajole, .3834.

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Fastest Event in This Country’s 
Auto Race. Schedule .to Be 
Held There Nov. 11 and 12. 


The. postponed.-Grand Prize automo- 
bile race .is to be held at Savannah, 
Ga., on the fine track there. Formal 
announcement of this was made Sat- 
urday by the Motor Cups Holding As- 
sociation of which Alfred G. Vander- 
bilt: is the head. 

This great race which is for the 
racers, the speed demons and the dare 
devils, was scheduled -to occur yester- 
day on the Long Island Motor Speed- 
way. The many accidents and the loss 

of life in the Vanderbilt race of two 
weeks since, caused the promoters to 
decide that track was dangerous. 
‘ Since’ then nearly all of the big tracks 
in the country have been trying to get 
the Grand Prize. A delegation from 
Savannah went on to New York and'| 
secured it. 

‘As scheduled, the race will take place 
Nov. 12 and will be preceded by a con- 
test under piston displacement classes, 
Nov. 11. While the exact limits of 
this race have not yet been defined, 
it is agic. that as many as five divisions 
under ‘class B or C will be provided, 
but the probability is that the racers in 
this section will be limited to divisions 
2 and 3 of class C. The conditions pf 
entry to the big .race will remain 
the same—that is, unlimited as to size 
and power, save for width, which must 
be less that 68.89 inches. 

The big race will be held under the 
rules of the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation and one of the considerations of 
granting the race to Savannah was 
the assurance carried to the Contest 
Board by the delegation that the Gov- 
ernor of Georgia would order out at 
least a. regiment of State troops to 
police the Savannah course during both 
races. The course, as promised by the 
delegation, will be 18 miles long, with 
only seven turns. \The route over which 
the 1909 race was run was 2 miles 
with 19 turns.

All-the Fast Cars Including Benz 
and Fiat-Teams Will Compete 
Nov. 3 to 5. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 15.—The Atianta 
Speedway, at its present rate ef gather- 
ing in entries, will have more cars on 
its tracks, at the opening of the fall 
meet, set for Nov. 3—5, than any speed- 
way in the world has had before. 

Twenty-thre@ days before the date of 
the meet Atlanta had 42 cars absolutely 
signed, eight of which were already in 
Atlanta, one on the road from Denver 
and two due to be shipped in a couple 
of days. For the five-day meet of 
last fall Atlanta had only .28 cars to 
begin with and three of them—the Old- 
field trio—left at the end of the second 
day’s racing. In the spring there was 
nearly half that number.

Giscovered 100,000,000 bacteria 
to each 15 drops. 

Twenty-one sainples showed 
they had deliberately been 
weakened by the addition of 
water to increase the bulk. In 
47 samples the milk was below 
the legal limit in solids. One 
sample contained formaldehyde 
as a preservative, which Is a 
violation of the ordinances as 
well as the laws of health.

She stopped milk wag- 
ons in the early morning to purchase 
milk for scientific examination as to 
its purity. She worked many days 
until dark to complete her daily in- 
véstigation records, The tiresome 
tatk was all for the sake of the lit- 
tle onés and the anxious mothers 
who watch over them. 

She. will not attempt to force the 
reforms she adVocates. That will be 
left in other hands capable of tom- 
pelling recognition. Miss Moore will 
furnish the evidence of violations of 
the law in:the sale of milk laden 
with harmful bacteria. She is now 
completing her exhaustive report for 
submission to the infant mortality 
department of the Russell Sage Foun- 
dation. It will then be given pub- 
licity and made a@ matter of national 
record. 

Miss Moore, who ts the daughter 
of Mrs. Philip N. Moore, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter the story of her 
work, 

House-to-House Canvass. 

“In codHecting my data I visited 
the homes of babies,” she said. “I 
began at the foundation and worked 
upward. In a house-to-house can- 
vass, accompanied by Mrs. Minnie D. 
Weiss of St. Louis, I found and tab- 
ulated the homes in which babies 
were weak or sick. In each case I 
inquired where the milk the little 
ones drank was bought, 

“The next step Was to purchase 
milk from these same dealers just as 
it was sold to the parents of the 
babies. This made it necessary to 
get out early to catch the wagons of 
the various dairies. In many cases 
the milk was bought from grocers, 


from the same places named by par- 
ents of babies and. labeled each pur- 
chase, 
Gathered in Early Morning. 
“After the daily supply of milk 
was gathered on the morning rounds, 


iI went to the laboratory at the St. 


Louis School of Social EKeonomy to 
begin my search for bacteria. From 
the bégifining the resiilts showed a 
flagrant disregard of pie city ordi- 
nances. 

“The limit of soma for bacteria 
in milk should be 1,000,000 to each 
cubic centimeter, w ) equals about 
15 drops. ; Out of 71: samples I ex- 
amined from 81 different dairies, in 
several I found 9,000,000 bacteria to 
each centimeter. In one I discovered 
100,000,000 bacteria to each 15 drops. 
These were found in the milk daily 
sold to bé consumed by babies In St. 
Louis. 

“Twenty-one samples showed they 
had been deliberately weakened by 
the additon of water to increase its 
bulk. Ih 47 samples the milk was 
below the legal limit in solids. One 
sample contained formaldehyde as a 
preservative, which is a violation of 
the ordinances and the laws of health. 


Less Bacteria in Bottles, 


“Milk sold in bottles was found to 
eontain less pacterla than that sold 
in bulk, but many of the bottles 
showed an overabundance of harmful 
bacteria. In several cases I analysed 
milk found in the homes which had 


rbéen bolled to presérve the milk tn- 


til it Was needed for the baby. In 
many such casés the milk contained 
a large proportion of bacteria caused 
by uncleanliness in the

Geographical Center of State 
Is to Be Site of an Ideal 
Community. 


GUTHRIE, Ok., Oct. 15.—The people 
of this State will have an opportunity 
Nov. 8 to vote on the New Jerusalem 
plan of locating the permanent State 
capital of Oklahoma. State Senator 
Campbell Russell of Muskogee County, 
a one-time big ranchman, father of the 
town of Russell and. one of the organ- 
izers of the National Farmers’ Union, 
has backed the movement for 4a, refer- 
endum vote of this proposition. 

He personally circulated petitions for 

signatures asking for an election on the 
New Jerusalem and filed them with the 
Secretary of State. He had a total of 
21,500 signatures, or 1000 more than is 
necessary under the law. Senator Rus- 
sell has been fighting for the New Jeru- 
salem ever since Oklahoma got state- 
hood. He believes in it absolutely. 
In circulating the petitions for signa- 
tures he offered a registered Hereford 
heifer calf to the person securing the 
largest number of signatures to the pe- 
titions. The calf was won by State 
Senator J. J. Williams of Weatherford, 
whose petitions carry 1233 signatures. 
The registered name of the heifer is 
“New Jerusalem.” 


Plan Once Approved. 

The New Jerusalem plan of locating 
the capital city of Oklahoma, which was 
temporarily placed by Congress at Guth- 
rie, has been before the people of Ok- 
lahoma now for more than two years. 
While Senator Russell cannot.claim to 
have originated the idea, to him is due 
all credit. for the work in the Legisla- 
ture and since, which has made the 
uestion so important in the State. He 
failed in both’ the first and second leg- 
islatures to get a bill through for the 
New Jerusalem, but managed to get sub- 
mitted to the people at the genera] glec- 
tion last year, for an expression of pub- 
lic sentiment, the question: “Do you fa- 
vor locating the State capital by the 
New Jerusalem plan?’ The question 
Wag answered “yes” by a large major- 
ity, but as there was nothing but a 
question for approval, the vote, of 
course, had no legal effect. 

The Senator, after failfng to pass his 

ill through the second Legislature, went 
to work under the initiative and refer- 
endum clause of the State Constitution, 
to initiate such bill by petition. 
The New Jerusalem plan, as Senator 
Russell's proposition was nicknamed, 
proposes that the State acquire title or 
option to a tract or several tracts of 
land centrally located and large enough 
to build a city; lay off the tract for a 
model city, reserving ample grounds for 
building parks, etc., and sell the re- 
mainder. It is contemplated that from 
the sale of lots the State would derive 
enough funds to build all State builld- 
ings and probably pay for the original 
lands. The city would be built under 
State control, both as to State buildings 
and those belonging to the individuals, 
regulations de- 
signed with the end of an ideal city. 


Oklahoma City Also Asks Votes. 

' A geimilar initiatory petition has long 
been filed by Oklahoma City and Shaw- 
nee, acting in conjunction, which is 
claimed to be somewhat of an improve- 
ment on Senator Russell’s plan. This 
first initiation is now tiled up in the 
courts of Guthrie, who wants no re- 
moval. 

In working for the New Jerusalem, 
Senator Russell cites a similar action in 
Australia for locating the national capi- 
tal. A campaign was made in Australia 
similar to that of Senator Russell, and 
as a result the national capital was lo- 
cated at Canberra. The Australians, 
however, aré going the limit in building 
a city beautiful and intend to make 
Canberra the Paris of the South. It is 
understood that the Australian Govern- 
ment will invite competitive plans from 
all-parts of the world for the laying out 
ofgthe city, substantial prizes being 
awarded the successful competitors. 

Relative to the present campaign in 
Oklahoma, it will be remembered that 
the enabling act, giving statehood to 
Oklahoma and Indian Territories, placed 
the temporary capital at Guthrie until 
after 1918. The citizens of Guthrie, there-

Looks for a Competent Man 
‘to Be Appointed Receiver 
of Keyes Company.

Adjourns Case Until Monday 
to Find Someone Who Will 
Take Job. 


The litigation which threw the 
Keyes Farm and Dairy Co. into the 
hands of a recéiver two weeks ago is 
perplexing Judge Allen. When the 
suit was filed the court appointed for- 
mer Judge Jesse McDonald as re- 


ceiver. Judge McDonald resigned the 
position after two days, saying he 
thought someone who understood the 
dairy business should have the place. 
Judge Allen appointed William 
Graefman. Yesterday Graefman asked 
leave to resign, saying his dairy busi- 
ness prevented him giving proper at- 
tention to the receivership matter. 

Judge Allen called the attorneys 
and parties interested into conference 
to receive suggestions as to what 
course to pursue. The Judge said 
that since the case came before him 
he has received so many telephone 
calls and queries about the business 
that it hag begun to look as if he 
were running his court as a dairy 
business. 

Attorney Robert Rutledge, repre- 
senting creditors ang employes of 
the company, asked that the court 
appoint William Klausmeier, who 
was manager and vice-president of 
the Keyes company until it went into 
the hands of a receiver. As Klaus- 
meter is one of the defendants in the 
suit, Attorney C. B. Williams, repre- 
senting plaintiff stockholders, ob- 
jécted to his appointment. 

Then the creditors agreed upon 
Theodore Lange, 2 dairyman, ag re- 
ceiver. The court offered to appoint 
Lange, but the latter, who was pres- 
ent, declined the place. Judge Allen 
then laid the case over for further 
hearing until Monday, saying that in 
the meantime some competent person 
who would serve might be found.

“I conceive, therefore, that when God did en- 
large the universal diet of man’s body, saving ever 
the rules of temperance, He then also as before, 
left arbitrary the dieting and repasting of our 
minds; as wherein every mature man might have 
to exercise his own leading capacity. .How great 
a virtue is temperance, how muoh of moment 
through the whole life of man? Yet God commits 
the managing so great a trust, without particular 
law or prescription, wholly to the demeanor of 
every grown man. And therefore when He him- 
self tabled the Jews from heaven, that omer, which 
was every man’s daily portion-of manna, is com- 
puted to have been more than might have well 
sufficed the heartiest feeder thrice.as many _meals.

“Next, what more national corruption, for which 
Englang hears ill abroad, than ‘household glut- 
tony?

This justifies the high providence of God 
who, though He commands us temperance, justice, 
continence, yet pours out before us even to a 
profuseness all desirable things, and gives us 
minds that can wander beyond all limit and 
satiety. Why should we then affect a rigor con- 
trary to the manner of God and of nature, by 
abridging or scanting those means, which books 
freely permitted, are both to the trial of virtue and 


the exercise of truth.”

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An Iowa man has invented a meter to meas-

having impaired the adequacy of the kilowatt 
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Constitutional amendment No, 11 provides a 
separate source of income for the University of 
Missourt, including the Agricultural College and 
the School of Mines. The tax proposed is three- 
tenths of a mill per dollar of assessed valuation. 

Such a fixed tax, it is believed, will relieve the 
curators of the university of the difficulties that 
are caused by a fluctuating and uncertain income. 
It will permit enlargement and extension of the 
educational work. It will remove from the cur- 
riculum “How to Make Both Ends Meet” as the 
subject of largest study. It will impose a tax of 
only 30 cents on each $1000 of property in theory 
and about one-third that amount on the basis of 
assessed value. 

Missouri lags in the educational race. The tax- 
es imposed by other Western states to maintain 
universities, as compared to the 8 cents proposed 
for Missouri are, Colorado, 6 cents; Michigan, 4% 
cents; Minnesota 3 3-10 cents; Nebraska, 10 cents; 
Wisconsin, 3 cents, North Dakota, 53-10 cents, 
end Wyoming, 3% cents. In many of these states 
the fixed income is increased by appropriations 
by the Legislature. The per capita cost of state 
universities is 28 cents in Ohio, 31 cents in Indi- 
ana, 35 cents in Illinois, 51 cents in Iowa, 56 
cents in Wisconsin, 57 cents in Kansas, 60 cents 
in Nebraska, 72 cents in Minnesota, and 74 cents 
in Michigan. In Missouri it is 20 cents. : 

With half Missouri's population. and $1,500,- 
000,000 less. taxable wealth Kansas gives its un!- 
versity one-third more income than Missouri. 

If Missouri’s leading educational institution is 
to win and hold a high place among state uni- 
versities it must have a certain, fixed income 
such as the proposed tax will provide. If it is 
to keep the teachers it secures and develops it 
must be relieved of entire dependence on- shifting 
and whimsical legislatures. No one has object- 
ed to the proposed tax. Both parties have in- 
dorsed it in their platforms. Numerous civic 
and busindéss organizations have passed resolu- 
tions approving it. It remains for the people 
to express themselves. They should give unani- 
mous support. | —

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THE TROUBLE IN WASHINGTON. 
At a recent meeting of citizens of the District 
of Columbia, one of the speakers said: “I tell 
you—and I know what I am talking about—that 


jwe and the entire District are being arbitrarily 


ruled by one man appointed especially to look aft- 
er the interests of the United States;.a man who 
has no more interest in the people of the capital 
and no more regard for their rights, than he has 
for those of Honolulu.” 

The force of indignation expressed in ‘hat 
speech goes far to shatter the common belief 
that Washington is much better governed than 
other American cities. Foreign critics have a}- 
ways commended Washington as a shining exam- 
ple of good government when compared with such 
as those of New York or Philadelphia. As a 
rule our own writers on municipal affairs have 
indorsed the foreign verdict. It now appears we 
shall have to revise the reviews of most of these 
authorities and rejudge their judgments. It may 
be that government by Federal commission is 
not better than popular government after all. 

In line with the charge made at the citizens’ 
meeting, comes a recent editorial in the Wash- 
ington Times on the conditions of the alley ways 
and the river front of Washington. After saying 
the observant visitor would blame the people of 
the city for tolerating such evils, it adds: 

Well may he. Unfortunately, he does not 
know that the people of Washington have to 
- improve the condition of their city by de- 
vious and difficult ways. He sees bad condi- 
tions, and, naturally, blames the citizens of 
the community for them. He does not know 
that the people of Washington have been 
striving for years to induce the Government 
in which they have no voice to effect the 
réforms which they have no power to effect 
for themselves. 

It is even 80; a government not responsible to 
the governed is always abominable. When we 
are-irritated by the ignorance of the slum vote, 
the indifference of the respectable, the aggressive- 
ness of the tax-eaters, the shirking of the tax- 
payers, the activity of ward bosses and the apathy 
of the masses, let us remember that it might be 
worse. It is hard to rid a city of a boss who 
rules by popular vote, but it would be harder if 
there were no vote at all.

Nor have his 
utterances been reconciled to them, As to the 
responsibility for the facts and our purpose in 
publishing them we repeat from the  Post-Dis- 
patch editorial of Friday: 

It is not our fault that Mr. Francis, as member 
of the Merchant's Exchange and as Mayor, helped 
to promote: and organize the Merchants bridge 
and terminals for the purpose of smashing the 
bridge monopoly, and afterwards helped to turn 
them over to the monopoly. 

It is not our fault that sharing in the owner- 
ship of the franchises conferred upon the Mer 
chants bridge through his urgent counsel and 
under his leadership, he aided in forming and 
shared in a pool and subsequently participated 
in the merger effected with the bridge mo- 
nopoly, 

It is not our fault that, having helped to or- 
ganize the anti-monopoly bridge and terminals, 
as a champion of the people, he later promoted 
and supported the bridge combine and shared in 
tts profits. 

It is not. our fault that when Mr. Francis, 
as Governor, denounced trusts and monopolies 
in his official messages, the bridge company of 
which he was a director and large stockholder, 
entered into a pool for the maintenance of mo- 
nopoly tolls, the division of earnings and the 
elimination of competition. 

It is not our fault that, contrary to his mes- 
sages and in violation of law, the bridge com- 
pany of which he was a director was merged 
into and perfected the bridge monopoly. 

It ig not our fault that ex-Gov. Francis refused 
to list his large properties for tazration. 

It i@ not our fault that ez-Gov, Francis sup- 
ported a resolution embodying the “hands off’ 
policy of the railroads on the question of legis- 
lative regulation. 

It i not our fault that while president of the 
Exposition Mr. Francis shored in large profits 
from the sale of a railroad which enjoyed an 
exclusive switching privilege from the DPrposi- 
tion company, 

It tg not our fault that Mr. Froncis ts a lead- 
ing grain and stock broker, with Well street 
connections, engaged in controlling the grain, 
stock and money markets for speculative 
purposes. 

It te not our fault that in Ais Ddusinese reia- 
tione Mr. Francie represents interests inimical 
to the popular control of the government.

ROME, Oct. 8.—<At the Httle Roman suburb of 
Roaca Priora a band of women marched fnto the 
city hall and expelled the Municipal Assembly. 
The same evening the ejected councillors sent a 
telegram to the Government announcing their 


resignation. 

Some time ago the councillors created’ discon- 
tent among the population by opposing the cpen- 
ing of a new road. The women resolved to punish 


the councillors. 

A plan was accordingly formed. by 3800 to storm 
the hall during a sitting of the council, and the 
secret was so well guarded that not a single 
man Nad the least suspicion of what was going 
to happen. 

In the midst of a debate, an army of women 
marched into the hall and ordered the councillors 
to leave the premises, as they were no longer 
worthy of popular confidence. 

In presence of the numerical superiority of the 
intruders, the handful of councillors found them- 
selves helpless, and to avoid a skirmish, left the 
building. 

The town hall was then locked up by the wom- 
en, and the key handed to the police, with the 
injunction that it was only to be given to a Gov-~ 
ernment official 

Having accomplished their little coup - d'etat, 
the revolutionaries went home, where they were 
congratulated by their husbands and fathers.

PARIS, Oct. 15.—In a lecture this week Dr. 
Doyen, a famous surgeon, announced the results 
of treatment of tuberculosis patients by the 
Phag~ gen method—injecting white corpuscles into 
the blood to make war on the unhealthy microbe. 

Dr. Doyen reported that seven cases have been 
under his observation and that he considers this 
method the best yet known for the treatment of 
tuberculosis. It is intended to try this treatment 
on several thousand patients within the next year 
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any active part in the campaign. He complained 
that the Tory party has shown a disposition to 
put tariff reform in the background, although it 
is the only policy containing any hope for them 
in the future.

In “Mrs. Dot,” the W. Somerset 
Maughan comedy that brings Billie 
Burke to the Olympic tomorrow even- 


ing, this naively charming actress has 
a diverting role which has made her 
more than ever irresistible to her play- 
going public.

A committee of 100 prominent citizens 
of hoth the city and county has been ap- 
pointed to work for the amendment, the 
passage of which, it is urged, will give 
St. Louis a recreation and park system 
as beautiful as that of any city in the 
United States. 

John H.: Gundlach, president of the 
City Council, is chairman of the commit- 
teé which has investigated the park and 
boulevard systems in many sections of 
the country. 


Boundaries Proposed for Parks, 
The boundaries fixed for the proposed 


public reservation district are Missouri 
River on the north, Mississippl River on 
the east, Meramec River and county line 
on the south and Bonhomme Township 
line on the west. The magnificent 
scenery and natural beauties of the 
county within these boundaries make the 
district an ideal one for an outer park 
system. Meramec Highlands, Creve 
Coeur Lake, Chain of Rocks, Charbon- 
nier Heights, Spanish Lake and Jeffer- 
con Barracks are among the points sug- 
gested for parks, and these, connected 
by parkways and boulevards, would 
form miles of recreation reservations. 
In the post cards and on the lantern 
slides to be exhibited In all parts of the 
State it is set forth that the rapid 
growth of St. Louis and the ultimate ex- 
tension of the city limits further into 
the county wiH mean greater congestion 
and increased need for breathing spots. 
It also will be urged that the neces- 
sary park land should be bought now, 
before the growth of the city causes @ 
prohibitive advance in values;

St. Louis Promoters File Plot 
of Downtown Corner With 
the Federal Officials. 


IS INDORSED BY BANKS 


Property Valued at $550,000 
and Government May In- 
crease Allowance. 


With the indorsement of stx of thc 
Jeading banks and trust companies and 
of several brokerage concerns of the 
city, a plat of a quarter of a block, em- 
bracing the nartheast corner of Fourth 
and Pine streéts, has been filed hy 
Joseph C. Darst and John Downman, 
promoters, with the United States Gov- 
ernment at Washington for considera- 
tion In the selection of a site for the 
proposed $1,000,000 St. Louis sub-treasury 
building, 

The banks and trust companies that 
have indorsed the site, according ‘o 
Messrs. Darst and Downman, are the 
Third National Bank, Boatmen’'s Bank, 
German-American Bank, Franklin 
Bank, Mississippi Valley Trust Co. and 
the St. Louis Trust Co., the brokerage 
concerns including D. R. Francis & Co. 
and Whitaker & Co. 

The property, which comprises four 
ownerships, has a frontage of 180 feet 
on Fourth street by a depth of 181 feet 
on Pine street. The corner. section of 
the plot is held by the Daniel Taylor 
estate and the northern portion by L. 
B. Dozier, between which are the hold- 
ings of Mrs. Glazier and Bent Carr. The 
Dozier, the largest holding of the plot, 
forms an L with a second frontage on 
Pine street. 

The property ts valued at $550,900 and 
is in the center of the financial district. 

While only $300,000 has been al- 
lotted by the Government for the 
purchase of a site for the big buifld- 
ings, the Fourth and Pine streets plot 
has been offered with the belief that 
the appropriation will be increased 
in order to provide for the purchase 
of a site in the heart of the business 
district, where prices range high. 

This is the second Fourth street 
plot to be offered as a; site for the 
proposed Subtreasury building.

L. H. Green of New York De- 
clares Profits Are Quicker, 
Even if Smaller. 


With the recent big auction sales, dis- 
cussion has arisen in local realty circles 


as to the best method of disposing of 
realty. L. H. Green of New York, who 
has had wide experience in converting 
property, both by private an@ suction 
sale, and who has come to St. Louis 
to conduct a big gale, believes that the 
latter, being the most expeditious and 
economical, is the most profitable both 
to the buyer and to the seller. 

“As to buying by private sale er 
auction, I believe the buyer in mest 
cages can obtain the better bargain by 
buying at auction,” said Green. “Prop- 
erty sold legitimately by auction rarely 
brings more than from one-half to two- 
thirds the price asked for it at. 
sale, and in many cases ev 
ever, the purchaser should carefully ex- 
amine the property before the sale and 
become familiar with "7 its value or 
of that in the immediate neighbor- 
hood. Occasionally, when two or more 
persons are desirous of obtaining the 
same piece of property, out of a desire 
to beat his rivals, he bids more than 
he really should. However, this is a 
rare occurrence. 

How the Schemes Work, 

“As an illustration, I recall an amus- 
ing incident that occurred ouly a few 
weeks ago at a sale I was conducting 
in Boston. We had an especially well 
located lot, forming a prominent cor- 
ner, on which were two fine, large old 
elm trees. We had been selling the ad- 
joining lots very rapidly for about $1500 
each. This particular lot was valued at 
about $100 more than the others. The 
bidding on it was started at $1000 and 
when it reached $1500 a bid of $1506 was 
forthcoming from an old German wom- 
an to my right. whose bid was raised 
by an old man a hundred feet away, in 
the crowd to the left. The crowd num- 
bered more than 2000 people. The old 
man’s bid was -raised “by the old lady; 
and re-raised by him $5 at a time, until 
the last bid was more than $1700, when 
the woman bidder got exasperated and 
in a highly ‘excited voice offered $100 
more, and declared: “I'll have it if 7 
bid all day.” At the sound of her yoice 
the old man rushed through the crowd 
to her and found his wife. 

‘It afterward developed they had de- 
cided to purchase the lot before the 
sale, and had got separatecd*in the 
crowd, and neither had the least idea 
they were bidding against the other.

In the miscellaneous department Na- 
tional Candy common at $20.25 to $20.75 
was the active feature. 

Both brokers and bankers tn the :ocal 
market, take a very optimistic view of 
the business outlook. They point out 
that with St. Louis situated in the heart 
of the corn belt and the yield a record- 
breaker that the railroads centering 
here will be overburdened with traffic, 
while the prosperity accruing to the 
farmers must redound to the benefit of 
the local merchants. 

The fact that the local banking in- 
terests put their financial house in or- 
der early in the spring, in anticipation 
of a possible monetary stringency, has 
also a favorable bearing on the situa-

Local securities usually follow the 
Eastern market upward, two or three 
weeks after the move is fairly well 
under way, and brokers talk confidently 
on this account. 

Some hesitation has been caused by 
the agitation for prohibition, but this is 
local and should make any improve- 
ment that may come, the more pro- 
nounced wher it passes as a market 
factor.

HIGHER DESPITE 
Bla SHIPMENTS 


'Undertone to Spot Market 
Supports the Advance of 
the Futures. 


The continued advancing tendenoy 
of the market In spite of the increas- 
ei marketing of cotton constitutes 
& very bullish feature. .Up to last 
year it was thought next to tim- 
pesible for a substantial advance in 
prices to be scored in the face of a 
heavy movement of the staple from 
interior to market. Though the trend 
of values last fall exploded this the- 


ory, the consistency with which prices 
have daily sought new high levels 
during the past week or two 1s viewed 
by the trade tn the light of an excel- 
lent sign of a decidedly firm under- 
tone, 

During the past week pfices of the 
more distant months in the New York 
market have passed well above 15 
cents. A point much in favor of the 
market is the high prices which are 
being paid by prominent buyers in 
the interior. A large lot of Arkansas 
cotton of ordinary fibre is sa‘'d to 
have been sold in Littlé Rock on 
Wednesday at 15 cents, or about 
% cent above the value of October 
contracts in New York. 

St. Louis Receipts Are Slow. 

While quotations in St. Louls have 
hovered around the 15 cent level for 
middling, the lateness of the crop in 
the territory from which S8t. Louis 


confirmed by actual sales. 

The weather in the belt, on the whole, 
has continued favorable for maturing 
eotton, the only objectionable feature 
being the heavy rains which have fallen 

These rains are not 
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pointed out that the records show that 
it has always been the tendency after 
one short crop to underestimate the suc- 
ceeding crop, just as it has been the 
custom after a large yield to overesti- 
mate the prospective production. 

. Spot Quotations Advance. 

Spot quotations in the interior and at 
ports have been showing a steadily ad- 
vancing tendency commensurate. with 
the material gains in prices of futures. 
Middling in Memphis is 14%; in Galves- 
ton; 149-16; in New Orieans, 155%; in St. 
Louls, 14%. 

The manufacture of cotton gogd@s has 
been on the Increase.

CROP DESTROYERS ARE 
GREAT “NATURE FAKERS” 











According to Export. Reports 1910 Yield Was 
Cut in Half, but the Harvest 
Breaks All Records. 
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Nature has branded the crop ¢x- 
perts reporting for the speculative 
grain trade the greatest of “nature 
fakers.” Never in the history of the 
trade has a harvest turned out such 
@ record-breaking yield, while dur- 
ing the growing period of the crop 
the most sensational reports of dam- 
age were ciroulated brokdcast over 
the country for market purposes. 

The “crop killers” in their devasta- 
tion of the grain fields first marched 
on the winter wheat crop in the dead 
of winter, reporting that it was defi- 
cicént in moisture. Daily prices on 
the exchanges rose, while thé news 
of damage was flashed over the 
country.

Not discouraged by their rout in 
the winter wheat fields, the “killers” 
marched on the spring wheat, on 
drouth damage reports, and started 
@ pronounced bull movement with 
reports that the Northwestern yield 
would be from one-half a crop to a 
total failure. The best expert au- 
thorities (7) placing the loss from 
75,000,000 to 180,000,000 bu below last 
year’s yield. 

Low and behold, the crop officially in- 
dicated is only about 40,000,000 bu below 
the 1909 yield of 290,823,090 bu. 

In corn the so-called experts took the 
crop well im hand and proceeded to 
destroy it on hot weather. A peculiar 
thing with the crop expert is that hot 
weather in the summer time and cold 
in the winter time is bad for crops. 

Corn was advanced over 60 a bu in 
three days, while the experts flooded 
the speculative wires with their sensa- 
tional damage reports. 

Here is a sample of a crop report 
from Kansas. The wires at the time 
were filled with volumes like it: 

“Motored 7 miles through Kansas 
today. Temperature 102; everything 
burning up; corn firing badly in all 
fields. Rain now too late to benefit. 
State won't raise half a crop. Weather 
awfully hot.” Signed ‘‘Sleet.” Of course 
it’s hot and the temperature 102. Why 
wouldn’t it be in an automobile on a 
dusty road in Kansas in the summer 
time? 

The corn crop, Géspite the fierce at- 
tack of the “crop killers,’’ will break 
all records, posaibly crossing the 3,000,000 
bu for the first time. Long live the 
“crop killer!’ , 

But after all the smoke of battle 
clears away the farmer will receive for 
his wheat, corn and oats crop of 1910, 
over $2,592,000,000, and harvest the larg- 
est total grain yield in the history of 
this country. 

So large is the crop harvested that 
present prices, quoted in the exchanges, 
mean a slightly lessened cash value 
than was received for the crop a year 
ago, but this deficiency should be made 
up later in the season when the un- 
usual harvest has lost some of its de- 
pressing influence on the SpRERIAtHe 
markets. 

In corn, the crop now past all danger 
of frost damage and being harvested 
in excellent condition will break ail 
records, possibly touching the 3,000,000,000 
bu mark for the first time, against 
2,772,376,000 bu in 1909, and a previous 
record crop of 2,927,416,091 bu in 1906. 

Cash corn in Chicago, the leading 
grain market, is now selling at an av- 
erage price of 61 cents a bu, giving the 
year’s yield a valuation of $1,530,000,000, 
The valuation of the 1909 crop was $1,- 
652,822,000, the farmer receiving an aver- 
age price of 59 cents a bu. , 

In oats the year’s production also es- 
tablishes a new high record, the crop, 
being 1,096,396,000 bu, compared to a pre- 
vious record crop of 1,007,353,000 bu har- 
vested in 1909; the only previous year 
in which the yield has touched the bil- 
lion-bu mark.

REPRESENTATIVE of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agricul- / 
ture has now returned from 
China, Korea and Japan with a 
variety of new fruits and plants 
with food value which may be 
grown in the Southwest. All are new and curious 
to the Western world. Many of them are highly 
Promising as a means of increasing the value of 
Seuthwestern lands and lessening the cost of 


These are being developed at the United States 
experiment station at Chico, Cal., in order that 
their fitness for growth in a desert or semi-arid 
country may be best determined. 

Frank N. Meyers is the man who has been ex- 
ploring the Orient for these new food products. 
He spent the last three years wandering through 
the forests of China, Japan and Korea under a 
special arrangement made by the American Agri- 
cultural Department with the Chinese and Jap- 
anese governments for his protection. 

Perhaps the most remarkable of the various 
things Mr. Meyers has brought back, and which 
are to be tried out in Southwestern:soil, are odor 
less cabbages which reach a weight of 40 pounds 
to the head, and a species of bamboo which takes 
the place of asparagus. 

The new odorless cabbage has all the flavor of 
the old, in addition to the great size to which it 
grows, and none of the ordinary cabbage’s objec- 
tionable quality. 

_ As to the bamboo substitute for asparagus, its 
most unusual characteristic is the rapidity with 
which it grows. It reaches a height of 100 feet 
in a very short time, and the sprouts, while 
young, run up to the height of a man’s head in a 
day or two. 

In addition to its food qualities this new bam- 
boo is useful for fences, stakes, baskets, poles and 
many other purposes. At a height of 100 feet it 
has a diameter of six or seven inches. 

A Chinese pear that will keep sound for more 
than a year is another remarkable result of Mr. 
Myers’ sojourn in the Far East. He expects to 
graft it on fruit trees native to the Southwest. 

New kinds of beans of high nutritive qualities 
and seedless persimmon were among other things 
brought home by Mr. Meyers. 

This is by no means the first attempt that has 
been made to introduce plants, fruits and vege- 
tables from other.countries into the Southwest. 
Many auch are now flourishing there, some of 
which were brought in through the efforts of the 
United States Agricultural Department. 

Perhaps the most notable “foreigner” of the 
Southwestern vegetable kingdom is the Bermuda 
onion. It was originally to be had only in Ber- 
muda, and has retained its name after becoming 
naturalized in the Southwest. 

These onions are grown in enormous quantities 
in certain sections of Texas, and many persons 
regard them with more favor than the original 
Bermuda, At any rate, they have brought the 
price of Bermuda onions down decidedly in the 
United States, and still are sufficiently profitable 
that they have made a number of fortunes for 
their growers in Texas. 

Not the least important in the category of new 
food products of the Southwest is a use to which 
alfalfa ig now being put. Alfalfa itself is not 
new to the Southwest, but only recently has any- 
one thought of using it as “greens.” 

Served with vinegar and such seasoning as the 
individual taste may elect, alfalfa is as palatable 
as spinach and pronounced by food experts to 
have more nutritive value, while many regard it 
as having a better flavor than mustard or other

From two to six crops of alfalfa can be raised 
in one season in the Southwest, according to the 
locality. Thousands of acres are grown every 
year, It has heretofore been used exclusively for 
cattle, horses and hogs, but now that it is intro- 
duced as a table delicacy it should help keep the 
cost of living down. There is little chance of it 
ever becoming high-priced as compared with 

other foods. 

Tests of the severest character have now de- 
termined that the spineless cactus has immense 
value as a food product. The cactus is truly a 
native of the Southwest, and thrives best in a 
section of the desert country of vast area which, 
so far, has produced little else. The spineless 
cactus is expected to thrive on the same desert 
lands, thereby redeeming them to the use of man. 

Dr. Leon Landone of Los Angeles, and three 
others, in order to ascertain exactly what food 
value the spineless cactus has, recently lived for 
14 days on it as their principal diet. They would 
have lived on it exclusively except that it is at 
present to be had only in limited quantities and 
is very expensive. One spineless cactus at the 
present market price is worth $500. 

Celery, lettuce and nuts, all grown in the 

Southwest, were the only other foods had by Dr. 
Landone and his fellow-experimenters, however. 
During the first eight days Dr. Landone lost 
weight, but thereafter began to gain and at the 
end of the 14 days he weighed half a pound more 
than at the beginning. ' 

At the end of the experiment Dr. Landone gave 
a dinner to 12 other physicians, the principal arti- 
cle on the menu being spineless cactus. All en- 
joyed it immensely, and Dr. Landone pronounces 
it a safe substitute for potatoes, tomatoes and 
many other vegetables ordinarily used. 

Its special food value arises from the fact that 
it contains a greater proportion of organic salts 
than any other vegetable, and these, by neutraliz- 
ing the acids of the body, greatly reduce decay. 

Spineless cactus leaves are the portion used for | ee? 
food. They may be boiled and eaten as greens, : SS 
or fried and served like egg plant. They may - | | 
also be eaten raw. In addition to its food values ,

From Chicago 


HE theatrical season in the 

T “tank towns” has opened, 

“East Lynne’ and “St. Elmo” 

are coming into their own again, and 

the actors are leaving their farms 

in the Southwest to once more strut 
the hoards. 

What are these “tank towns?” 

In the language of the “tall grass” 
Thespian, a country community which 
harbors from 100 to 1000 inhabitants 
is a “tank town.” The appetite of 
its people for the drama is appealed 
to by “repertoire” companies, who 
are game to tackle anything dramatic 
from “Hamlet” to “Ten Nights in a 
Barroom,” with two trunks of cos- 
tumes and one set of scenery. 

The pampered audiences of the 
cities who see all the latest plays 
after Broadway is done with them 
ure likely to scoff at the “tank town” 
drama, not knowing that some of the 
best. aetors on the American stage 
have graduated from the “tall grass,” 
but are not makjng that fact a part 
of thelr press notices. 

Out In Kansas and Iowa and °*Ne- 
bras’g at this moment are “reper- 
toire” actors who will be seen some 
of these days on Broadway, both 
New York and St. Louis, in h.gh- 
brow plays. They are now, perhaps, 
playing in “Tom” shows or in “Lena 
Rivers,” but within them boils the 
ambition to simply paralyze New 
York with their rendition of the 
Dane or Richelieu. 

Natker Whitteside’s Experience. 

As a New York manager said re- 
cently; “Some of the actors who are 
playing in ‘tank towns’ don’t know 
how good they are. If they did, they 
would begin the heart-bursting ex- 
perience of trying t» break into a 
Broadway theater. New York has 
nothing but the coli blast for the 
bucoli¢e player, and it takes a ‘tall 
grass” actor with q cast-iron nerve, 
the tact of a statesman, a wad big 
enough to board him for five or six 
years, and the patience of Job, to get 
a chance to.show what he can do on 
chilly Broadway.” 

At that, one little aetor who 
“tanked” around Kansas many weary 
vears compelled Broadway to throw 


»up its hat when, by sheer persistence 


and ability, he succeeded at last in 
presenting “Hamlet” to a New York 
audience. This little hero was none 
other than Walker Whiteside, 
Whiteside had been doing “tank 
towns” as a boy actor for years, and 
he certainly could do the melancholy 
Dave {in a manner tbat caused East- 
ern theatrical mem who saw him to 
wonder, : | 
The nigvt he opened in New York 
in a Broadway theater all the critics 
were there ®inning to think of the 
sport they Ye going to have writ- 
ing merry ¢ about the jay actor 
from the w Kansas. But the 
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curtain had not been up 10 minutes 
before these same critics of the lofty 
brow began to sit up and take notice, 
and the next morning they lauded 
the acting of the infant prodigy to 
the skies. But cynical New York, 
that pays its $2 at the box office, 
refused to accept him, and he _ re- 
turned to the tall grass, and Broad- 
way forgot him, while the “tank 
towns” took him back to their throb- 
bing hearts with joy. 

Once more Walker Whiteside 
broke into New York. This time with 
Zangwill’s “Melting Pot.” The crit- 
ics again lauded the art of this lit- 
tle “tank town” actor, and right there 
he broke out of the “tall grass” set 
and became one of the metropolitan 
actors. 

Another ‘Tall Grass” Success. 


Another ‘“‘tall grass” Thespian who 
broke into New York and onto 
Broadway was Edna May Spooner, 
whose mother, a woman of vast man- 
agerial ability and persistence, 
brought Edna May at once _ into 
prominence by methods that made 
New York gasp. The Spooners were 
all born and bred to the “tank 
town” stage. 

Out in the “tanks” the troupe that 
plays year after year over the same 
circuit become a sort of family af- 
fair, and it is the custom for some 
of the favorite actresses to give re- 
ceptions after the matinee, at which 
tea is served and “a general good 
time is had,” according to the local 
paper. 

Well, Mrs. Spooner inaugurated 
this pleasant bucolic custom on 
Broadway. A laugh went up that 
could be heard from Fourteenth 
street to Harlem. The habitues of 
the sordid thoroughfare said it was 
the jayest thing that ever had been 
attempted in N’Yawk. But it went 
—it went. 

Edna May, charming, smiling, with 
a large box of salve, a cup of tea 
and a carnation for every lady in the 
audience who stepped upon the etage 
after the matinee to be received, 
made enough steady customers to 
fill the tueater cvery night and at 
all the matinees. 

Over in Brooklyn Corse Peyton, 
one of the grassiest of the tall grass 
actors out of Kansas and Nebraska, 
was doing the same thing in his own 
theater. He was the {dol of the mat- 
inee girls, and mammas took an in- 
terest in him also, with the resalit 
that Corse is making a fortune. 

Without doubt many of the read- 
ers of this in Kansas, Nebraska, 
Iowa and other states have seen the 
Spooners and the Peytons, for they 
all belonged to the same family, and 
have thrilled at the dramas they 
presented, for they were all good 
actors, and when thev eave a show 
they were simply acting all the time. 








There was none of this modern nam- 
by-pamby repression about it; they 
spread it on good and thick, and 
when the villain hissed between his 
clenched teeth, “Gimme them pa-a- 
pers!” you knew he meant it, the 
while flicking the ash from his cig- 
arette and slapping his riding boot 
with his crop. 

The Spooners and Peytons were 
making a good thing of it on the 
tank circuits, but they have done 
better on Broadway. As a matter of 
fact, nearly everybody who has any- 
thing at all to show and can act a 
little bit does well nowadays playing 
the “tank towns.” 

This is the result of system and 
the airdomes, which every town with 
any get-up-and-get to it hss. The 
Western Middle States have been 
closely circuited by managers who 
have from 10 to 15 good towns with 
airdomes in summer and opera 
houses in winter, which they are 
anxious to “book” up. solid. 

The result of this is that “one- 
night attractions’ and “repertoire” 
companies can keep busy all the year 
around and make good money. The 
“barnstormer’ ig a thing of the past. 

The bum actor, boozy when he can 
get anything to drink, half starved, 
shabby and disreputable, is a thing 
of the past, generally speaking. There 
are a few of them left, but they are 
gradually being driven out of the 
business and their places are being 
taken by self-respecting actors and 
actresses who sometimes give aston- 
ishingly ‘good performances. 

How Companies Are Recruited. 


A peep at the advertisements in 
the various theatrical papers in the 
West will show you the reason, in a 
manner, for this. A manager who is 
organising a company to jlay the 
“tanks” will finish up his advertise- 
ment for actora with a whiplash 
like this: “No lushers or mashers 
need apply. Will stand for beer and 
cigarettes, but not for booze or dope. 
Must dress well on and off.” Actors 
secking an engagement know chat 
thie means that the manager /s run- 
ning a high-class company. 
ager has a 

to venture 
into the tall grasa country with a 
bunch of “troupers” playing reper- 
toire. First he sends to a theatrical 
manuscript company for six plays. 
He chooses them from a catalogue, 
first for the number of actors they 
demand to play the parts. He finds 
that he can “double” some of the 
actors, making one play two or more 
parts, but always having in mind 
that old “tank town” company axi- 
om: “One actor can’t play two char- 
acters who ere on the stage at the 
samo time.” > 

He finds plays that promise well, 
with which he can cover a week, 
changing the bill every night, and 
that require only 10 peonle tn the 
company. Then he writes or comes 
to St. Lou's or Chicaey to recruit his 
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Tank Towns in the 
Southwest. 


compaby from the numerous booking 
agencies for “tall grass” actors, and 
to buy his “paper,” as the billboard 
pictures are called. 

His company will line up some- 
thing like this:

In this troupe one of the actors 
acts aS manager, generally the heavy 
man, while the owner of the show 
goes ahead and bills the towns, 
makes hotel contracts and arranges 
for transportation. 

That makes a pretty good road 
company, and if the actors know 
their business they can play at call 
anything in the usual _repertotre, 
without more than a day’s notice. 
If the manager has bought a lot of 
copyright pieces they will have to 
study and rehearse hard. 

The plays will cost the manager $5 
each for the “script,” or manuscript, 
and $2.50 for a set of parts. The “pa- 
per” is the most expensive’ thing he 
has to pay for. Good stands of show 
bills will cost him from $25 to $50 a 
week, and railroad fares from $20 to 
$85 a week, depending upon the 
length of the “jumps” the company 
makes, - The manager pays railroad 
fares and the members of the com- 
pany pay their own hotel bills. 

Here are some of the plays that 
@& manager can get cheap which re- 
quire }#) or less people to play them: 
“Divorcons,”: “The Devil,” “Jane 
Eyre,” “Lena Rivers,’ ‘“Sapho,” 
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“Carmen,” “Sign of the Four,” “Dora 
Thorne,” “Dr. Jekyl and Mr. Hyde,” 
“Under Two Flags,” ‘Little Minis- 
ter,” “Charley’s Aunt,” “Monte 
Cristo,” “Rip Van Winkle,” “Du 
Barry,” “Two Orphans,” “Faust” and 
a host of other dramas which are 
written for such companies by dram- 
atists who never expect or wish to 
be produced on Broadway, for they 
make good royalties writing “tank 
town” dramas. 

What has given “tank towns’’ bet- 
ter shows and “tall grass actors” 
a ‘better living is circuiting the towns 
and standarding the companies. One 
Chicago man has 32 companies play- 
ing “tanks,” giving 16 plays, and the 
performances are not so rotten, at 
that. He is getting rich at the game 
and his performers are buying farms 
with their savings. 

There are other companies that are 
playing under canvas, in the North 
in the summer and through Texas 
and the South in the winter. One of 
the most successful of these is a min- 
strel show, the proprietors of which 
are said to be worth $500,000 each, 
and the owners of immense orange 
groves in Florida. 

This show was started by a man 
who’ went to Chicago several years 
ago to aid in breaking the billpost- 
ers’ strike. A theater manager who 
was affected by the strike sent into 
Kentucky ‘for a bunch of mountain- 
eers to come up and post his bills. 

He was a Kentuckian himself and 
felt that he could gc* action with his 
mountain men. They came, many 
of them with their coonskin caps on 
their heads. Tte strikers tried to 
intimidate the mountaineers: this 
failing, they started in to lick them. 
It was like tackling a cage full of 
wildcats, The strike was broken. 

One of these mountaineers had 
seen enough of the theatrical game 
to think there was money in it for 
him. Getting a bunch of negro wait- 
ers and barbers together, he op- 
ganized a minstrel troupe, bought a 
tent and began playing the vacant 
lots around Chicago.’ He now has 
two cars loaded with scenery and 
minstrels, and tours the South, nev- 
er coming north of Arkansas. He 
carries 60 people and a fine band. 

When this show strikes a railroad 
siding down South the tent is put 
up and the manager hires the whistle 
on the sawmill for a couple of Hours. 


‘The whistle is blown continuously, 
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telling all the surrounding country 
that the minstrel show has come to 
town. 

If a man can organize a good min- 
strel show of real negroes, and nold 
them together, he has a mint. The 
trouble is to hold the negroes down 
to work. 

But the best thing on the road in 
the “tank” district are plays like 
“East Lynne,” and last season “St. 
Elmo,” only recently dramatized, 
carried the country people by storm. 
Most of the women had read the book 
in girlhood, and they wanted to see 
it in real life. 

Nobody knows how many fortunes 
“East Lynne” has made. There is 
one manager working in the Middle 
West who has five companies playing 
it. He has not made known his prof- 
its, but it is believed that each com- 
pany cleans up $100 a night. Last 
season he used $30,000 worth of “‘pa- 
per” in billing it. 

“Tom” shows are profitable also, 
and it has been estimated that they 
have made something like a billion 
dollars since the Civil War. What, 
don’t know what a “Tom” show is! 
Why, “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” to be 
sure. 

Still a Tanktown Favorite. 


There are probably 30 “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” companies constantly 
playing in the United States. The 
“tank towns” have not got enough 
of it yet, and probably never will. 
It is one of the immortelles. of the 
show business. ' 

The “Tom” companies run all the 
way from those containing 40—count 
‘em—49 people, with a negro band, 
down to the slim company of eight, 
who double and treble the parts, 
Marks doubling as the bloodhounds 
and blacking up and unblacking in 
the lightning changes. 

But there is a family halfling from 
Kalamazoo, Mich., that makes the 
show business a means of both rec- 
reation and profit. Dr. Fowler is at 
the head of the tion, and the 
actors are his children and their 
wives and husbands. When they 
need a vacation and the money they 
sally forth from Kalamazoo and play 
a season of “Rip Van Winkle” or 
“Uncle Tom” or “Ten Nights in a 
Barroom,” and bring back enough 
money to last through a season of 
rést and recuperation on their fine 
farm, or to buy new machinery or a 
herd of Holsteins. 
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in the Southwest. 
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Probably the best of the abbrevi- 
ated companies is that of Bob and 
Eva McGinley, who comprise a 
troupe of two, Yet they put on plays 
with seven characters, and save the 
salaries of five actors. Their play- 
ing is done by means of quick 
changes, and they are said to be the 
best in the business. They have 
saved a fortune doing big plays with 
their compapy of two, for they are 
very popular in the “tanks.” 

It is not generally known that the 
Four Cohans, of which the most im- 
portant member at present is the ir- 
repressible George, now of Broad- 
way, who writes plays with one 
hand while he is composing “grand 
old rag” gongs with the other, at the 
same time rehearsing a new dance 
himself and directing a company in 
his latest play, were among the old 
original “tall grass” actors, who 
“tanked” around Missouri and Kan- 
Sas before the dawn of George’s 
genius. The four of them gave the 
whole show themselves, and it said 
they often fared on short commons 
and knew the spaces between ties on 
many a Western railroad. 

One of the richest ‘‘tankers” tn the 
business is old Molly Bailey of Tex- 
as. Molly was a Confederate nurse 
and spy, and she has been touring 
Texas 25 years with her own show, 
given under canvas. It is part drama 
and part circus. 

On account of her services to the 
Confederacy she. pays neither tax 
nor license in any of the towns in 
which she suows. In every town in 
which she pitches her tent she owns 
the lot. She has grown immensely 
rich, for she is a shrewd manager, 
and her performers are mostly her 
own children and grandchildren, or 
else nephews and nieces. | 

Of course, there are bad shows 
moving around among the “tanks,” 
very bad shows, awful shows. But 
they never visit the same town 
twice, A booking mangger in St.

Louis recently received @ telegram 
from the manager of a show out in 
Kansas, saying: “Book me for week 
commencing Monday, commencing 
Tuesday, commencing Wednesday, 
etc.” The message was puzzling to 
the agent and he wired for explana- 
tion, for he could not make sense 
out of a week beginning Monday 
and the next week beginning Tues- 
day, and so on through the week, 

Back came the answer: “My show 
is so rotten I can’t play more than 
one night in a town. But if I bill 
for a week most of the folks come 
the first night. Then I have to run 
out of town to the next town, which 
is billed for Tuesday, and get out 
of there to the town billed for a 
week on Wednesday.”

This woman is Mrs. William E. 
Forbes, who lives in a little valley 
surrounded by rocky Ozark hills, 
six miles from Williamsville, Wayne 
County, Missouri and near Taskee. 

For almost ten years she dispensed 
the most marvelous revelations to 
people who came from all parts of 
the United States to her little moun- 
tain home, to go away wondering. 

The case of Mrs. Forbes is re- 
markable from several angles. In 
the first place while she apparently 
sees further and deeper than any 
of the professional clairvoyants, she

Mrs. Forbes—she pronoun6as her 
name in two syllables—was born 
nearly forty years ago in Overton 
County, Tennessee, the fortieth an- 
niversary of her birth being May 29 
next. She came to Missouri! in 
1880, and has since lived centinu- 
ously within a few miles of her pres- 
ent home. 

In the settlements in which she 
lived ag a girl opportunities tor edu- 
cation were meager. She grew up 

little schooling. As a result 
she is not a reader and never has 
been. As she says, her edtrcation 
does not go beyond the first seader. 
She knows little of the worla or of 
her own country. beyond the ceuntry 
immediately surrounding her eaome, 
and what she has picked up é con- 
versation with her thousands of 
visitors. a 
Thirteen years ago she trerried. 


| Her husband ts an unusually fatelll- 
gent man,’ who is the manager of 


the Forbes Telephone Co., a local 
institution which serves several of 
the nearby towns and farms with 
mutual communication.

tors. . She is tall and carries her 
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weight of 175 pounds gracefully. Her | 


eyes are very large and black as 
sloes, and she has an abundance of 
jet black hair. Her normal] expres- 
sion is one of mature dignity, and her 
language is simple and not exag- 
geratedly ungrammatical or uncouth. 


It is when the transfiguration of* 


her person takes place that her age 
and dignity drop away’ from her, 
and she becomes a mountain child. 
It is then that she makes the revela- 
tions that have won her fame. 

As a young girl she was accounted 
beautiful, but she was given to at- 
tacks of melancholia, and. frequently 
spent hours of loneliness in tears. 
She says that at times she wanted 
something, but did not know what. 
Later she was attacked with a form 
of epilepsy, which made her an in- 
valid for five years, and once she 
was given up for dead and laid out 
for burial, when she suddenly re- 
covered. Then the attacks of epi- 
lepsy ceased as they began, and her 
present form of abnormality seemed 
to take their place. 

Invariably after eating a few 
mouthfuls of food she undergoes a 
strange transfiguration. She  be- 
comes a little child in looks, speech 
and manners, and it is while she is 
in this state that she tells people 
where to find things that have been 
lost, discovers hidden treasures, 
fortells the future, prescribes for the 
sick, and advises her husband in 
his business affairs.

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more through curiosity than any- 
thing else, went to see her. They 
tested her with more sharpness than 
her neighbors ever did and became 
convinced she had a power which 
was real even if unexplainable, and 
had their share in advertising her. 
As in a widening circle, like that 
made whey a stone is cast into a 
calm pond, the wonders performed 
by Mrs. Forbes reached the Pacific 
Coast and the shores of the Atlantic. 

In the last three years before Mrs. 
Forbes ceased to talk to the people, 
20,000 .visitors came to the little 
mountain cabin. As mahy as 150 
a day called upén Mrs, Forbes at 
meal times to learn the things they 
desired to know. 

At first most of the questions were 
from farmers who had lost cattle, 
either through straying or theft. 
Mrs. Forbes told them where to 
look, and generally the lost stock 
was found. 

Recently the visitors grew to be 
such a drain on the resources and 
time of the Forbes family that Mrs. 
Forbes and her husband announced 
that they would receive no more 
visitors, nor would she talk for the 
benefit of anyone. This news soon 
spread through the community and 
gained wide publication after several 
persons from a long distance 
had been turned away. 

Every day someone arrives in 
Williamsville and drives out to the 
Forbes place only to return without 
having seen Mrs, Forbes. Mr. Forbes 
says that the horde of people who 
came to his house destroyed all their 
home life and annoyed Mrs. Forbes 
with the entirely mercenary spirit 
of their inquiries. 

Mr. and Mrs. Forbes are reticent 
about the remarkable things Mrs. 
Forbes has done. While they say 
that she has generally been success- 
ful they have, unfortunately, kept 


no record of her accomplishments. 

Mr. Forbes has several large ac- 
count books filled with the names 
and. addresses of people from the 
Middle Western States, and some 
States both East and West, but he 
cannot say just what it was his 
wife told them. He has received a 
great many letters from people who 
have heard her talk and have gone 
away to follow her advice. In forty 
out of fifty instances the writers re- 
ported success, 

In Williamsville everyone talked 
to by a Post-Dispatch reporter said 
he was confident Mrs. Forbes had 
a marvelous power to find things 
that -were lost and to give a sort of 
supernatural advice to persons in 
sickness, trouble or perplexity. Most 
of them had been present when she 
had told wondeful things to anxious 
inquirers. 

Mrs. Forbes said that she had per- 
haps answered a thousand questions 
as to the whereabouts of lost stock, 
and in the instances in the vicinity 
of her home she had been able to 
learn of the truth or falsity of her 
answers. In nearly every instance 
the lost animals had been found 
where she had indicated. 

She recited the following instance: 
A man came to her who had lost a 
cow three years before. He had 
searched for it everywhere without 
success. He called at the house at 
dinner time and, when the transfig- 
uration came over Mrs. Forbes he 
asked her where the cow was.

It has long been known 
that lead and zinc were to be found 
underlying the surface of Wayne 
County. 

One day Mr. Morgan asked Mrs. 
Forbes if she could tell him where 
to find lead on his jand. She directed 
him to the spot, and there he found 
what is known as “blossom.” Later 
she told him that the “wild men,” 
probably meaning the Indians, used 
to dig on his land for lead with 
which to make bullets. She told him 
that by digging in a certain spot 
he would come to a large flat rock 
over their mine, and beneath that 
would be a ladder which would 
crumble to dust when he let in the 
alr. 

Mr. Morgan ug on the spot in- 
dicated and found the rock, which, 
when removed, revealed the ladder, 
which fell to pieces as foretdéld.

HEN the first ocean freighter 
W comes through the Panama 

Canal. five years, more or 
less,- hence, a commercial empire 
which has been closed for almost 
half a century will again be opened te 
the world. 

The great closed empire is com- 
posed of the Southern States of th 
United States. It withdrew into it- 
self—became a hermit nation—as the 
Civil War approached a close, and 
since that time, compared to what 
was before the Civil War and what 
is to be after the Panama Cana! 
opens, the world of trade has stood 
without its barred gates. 

True, scouts and pioneers from the 
marts of commerce have been gain- 
ing admission within the borders of 
this closed empire for 15 years past. 
They have become more numerous 
since the talk of an _ inter-oceanic 
canal crystallized into a probability, 
and now that the Panama Canal is 
actually under way their number has 
increased enormously and will con- 
tinue to grow until the canal is 
opened.

|» -erers of the possibilities of Southern 
tnsdils, 


timbers and minerals. They 
are largely in the position of pros- 
pectors who, with burro and pick 
and pan, have gone into an unex- 
plored country and discovered rich 
gold deposits. 


Transportation the Key. 


Under such circumstances’ the 
prospectors can pan gold or carry 
out quartz on their mules and thus 
make good wages, or they may be- 
come individually rich, but their dis- 
coveries do not benefit the world as 
a whole or the country wherein the 
gold lies until railroads are built 
and mining machinery, quartz mills 
and smelters established. Transpor- 
tation is the first essential to such 
development. 

Transportation, in its very broad- 
est sense, is what the Panama Canal 
means to the South. Its opening 
will be as though a thousand differ- 
ent lines of railways, tapping the far 
reaches of the world and centering 
in the South, had all sprung into ex- 
istence over night.

New Orleans, 
Mobile, -.Pensacola, Tampa, Key 
West, Miami, Savannah, and other 
harbors, now unimportant, but 
which will develop under the ‘im- 
petus of Panama trade, lie, virtu- 
ally, at the mouth of the canal—for 
no other ports intervene. 

Commercial prospectors that have 
been and are now in the great closed 
Southern Empire have already 
brought out word and are bringing 
it every day of the great finds they 
have made. They are telling the 
commercial barons of the outside 
world of the ore, coal, minerals, cot- 
ton, timber and tobacco of the 
South—and of the vast acres that 
are either unimproved or not worked 
to their capacity. 


Utdlity of Modern Methods. 


Stop for a moment and think of 
the relative greatness of the South- 
ern States before the Civil War—a 
greatness based chiefly on cotton 
and tobacco. Recall that for more. 
than a quarter of a century that 
country lay all but stagnant, and 
that even until the last few years 
indistrial activity in that section 
lagged. 

Remember, then, the amazing in- 
crease in that time of the means of 
turning raw material into -finished 
products, of bringing -the ore from 
the ground and transforming it into 
various uses, the improved methods 
of mining coal and the increased de- 
mand for it, the enormously larger 
cotton-using population, the present- 
day utilization of water power; re- 
member the thousand and one con+ 
ditions that make the industrial 
world taday as compared to the 
time wheh the South retired within 
itself after the Civil War. . What, 
then, ask economists, are the possi- 
bilities of the reopening of this em- 
pire at this day? 

Add to these possibilities, the in-- 
creased market facilities opened up

by the Panama Canal and you have, 
in a broad panorama, the commer- 
cial vista which is now believed to 
be opening before the South and 
which will spring into new life when 
the Panama Canal opens. 

Glance at a map of the South and 
you will find that the Appalachian 
Mountain range practically shuts it 
off from. direct rail communication 
with the North. Railroad building 
for half a century has been from the 
East to the West. 

All the great transcontinental 
roads which have startled the world 
with their length, the country tney 
have opened up, the’ engineering 
feats they have accomplished, the fi- 
nancial difficultfes they have over- 
come, and the peoples they have 
benefited have been from the East 
to the West. 

Now has begun the era of railroad 
building and the consolidation of 
short lines into trunk lines leading 
south. Nothing could more surely 
prove that the commercial world 
looks to the development of the 
South by the Panama Canal. 

Along with this has come a gigan- 
tic . popular demand for a deep 
waterway from St. Louis to the Gulf 
through the Mississippi, supple- 
mented by the traffic of the Mis. 
souri, the Upper Mississippi, th« 
Ohio and tributary streams. 


Traffic From Every Quarter. 


Thus one can picture a great wave 
of traffic sweeping to the Gulf from 
the whole South to a point far above 
the north line of the cotton belt, 
converging from every quarter, and 
returning with the shipping of the 
world brought to Southern ports 
through the Panama Canal. 

An interesting picture, viewed as 
a whole, but study it in detail and 
it becomes absorbing. One-third of 
all the commerce of the United States 
today is that had with Central and 
South America—and we have not 
even a lion’s share of that traffic. 

Great Britain and Germany each 
have more, and several other coun- 
tries battle with us for third place. 
An immense portion of that traffic 
is with countries on the Pacific side 
of South and Central America, to be 
reached by our Southern States only 
by ships passing around the Horn or 
through the Straits of Magellan, or 
by trans-shipment across the Isth- 
mus of Tehuantepec. 

Add the increased trade of the 
Pacific Coast, north and south of 
the Panama Canal, alone, to the one- 
third it now constitutes of our whole 
traffic and it mounts to one-half or 
more—and the Southern States near- 
est it in miles and ready in materials 
to supply its demands. 

On top of the South and Central 
American trade pile that eoming 
from Australia, Asia and the Orient, 
which has now found a new route 
to the new world, and you redeem 
Europe or subtract from the Atlantic 
ports of the United States millions 
of dollars’ worth of commerce and 
add it to the revenue of the South. 

Profitable trade, traffic and com- 
merce, require two elements—that 
you have something to sell to the 
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South Will Reap Greatest Benefit

HE Southern section of the country will, so far as can now be 
foretold, reap the greatest benefit from the Panama Canal be- 
cause it brings it nearer a market for the things it produces. 

Its cotton goods, manufactured at home out of raw material 

in mills run by unrivaled water power, man- 

aged by labor that has no “labor unions” and is in 
cheaper than that of any other section of the country, will be eager- 
ly sought by the people of South American countries where such goods 


They can be supplied in enormous quantities and at « price that 
will make competition difficult because the raw material is grown 
in the immediate v.cinity of .gae mill and has no heavy transporta- 
tion charges to pay; and, further, because t. 
work longer hours at cheaper rates 
where climatic conditions are less favorable. 

Add to this the fact that the distance to shipping ports, say Mo- 
bile, Pensacola, New Orleans and other Gulf ports and thence to ports 
of delivery, are short compared with others, and we can easily see 
how bright “ne future is for this class of goods and thoge who deal

people with whom you trade, and 
that they have something to sell to 
you. Both these conditions are ful- 
filled in the South, and the most 
important one, that which brings the 
“balance of trade” this way, will 
grow in importance, when the 
Panama Canal opens, beyond the 
wildest dreams of what would have 
been thought possible by the South 
in ite great relative era of prosperity 
before the Civil War. 

In a recent 10 vears the exports 
from Mobile increased 422 per cent, 


New Orleans, better developed at the 
beginning, increased 69 per cent, 
while the increase of New York was 
only 31 per cent for the same length 
of time. In the meantime the gain 
of the whole country had been 58 
per cent, showing what two Southern 
ports were doing towards getting 
their share. 

This was before the influence of 
the coming opening of the Panama 
Canal was being materially felt. It 
was evidence of the South straining 
at the bonds which held her in—ar- 


tempting to find a way out where 
the great railroad systems, running 
east and west, had provided none. 

Today, with Panama looming 
closer, New Orleans has built 
one of the finest terminals and dock 
systems in the world and Mobile is 
fairly bursting with the improve- 
ments, actual and contemplated, of 
her. harbor. 

On both sides of Mobile, from New 
Orleans to Key West, other points 
are preparing a place for ocean 
shipping to land and depart. Pensa- 
cola puts forth the claim that she 
is nearer than any other developed 
port to the canal. Port Arthur finds 
reason to ,;rophesy future greatness. 
On the east coast of the Atlantic 
Savannah’s docks groan with tne 
burden of cotton and resound to a 
mighty traffic, outbound or in from 
the South. 

These are some of the exterior 
manifestations of the great closed 
empire’s first efforts to open her 
gates. It has now reached that stage 
where the empire is calling from 
within for an opportunity to reach 
the world. 

For years she resisted; even of re- 
cent years, when the scouts of com- 
merce had come into her borders on 
exploring expeditions, she has been 
passive. Now she is ready not only 
to co-operate with the masters of 
economic means, but to go ahead on 
her own initiative. The Panama 
Canal makes it ‘possible for her to 
do what she desires. 

Cotton is stil] the great crop of all 
the South—and cotton is the world’s 
commercial king. From all the 
States of the South it comes raw, 
and on every hand today new mills 


are springing up to manufacture ar- 
ticles for the new Panama Canal 
trade, 

Lumber from Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Georgia, North and 
South Carolina and East Texas is 
ready now for the enormous demand 
for building material that exists 
along the West Coast of South 
America and in China and Japan. 

Rice from Texas, Louisiana, Ar- 
kansas and portions of other South- 
ern states is spreading its acres by 


thousands every year and looks to- 


the time when the Orient is opened 
through the Isthmus that this crop 
may bring still greater prosperity. 

Even for wheat, corn and live- 
stock the South, including those por- 
tions of Oklahoma and Texas which 
may be rightly classed as  por- 
tions of “the South,” the Panama 
Canal today is acting as*a stimzlus. 
The growers of those products are 
preparing for an expanded future 
when the oceans are joined from 
Colon to Panama. 


Great New Coal Market. 


Tennessee, South Carolina and 
Florida produce in great quantities 
one other commodity which will be 
given new importance by the open- 
ing of the canal. Phosphates are 
found in those states of a quality 
not exceeded elsewhere in the world. 

In the coal producing sections the 
demand of the west coast of South 
America will create new life. Coal 
beds of stupendous size lie today un- 
touched in Southern states, in addi- 
tion to what is already being used. 

Coal at Valparaiso, Chile, on the 
west coast of South America, is 
worth $16 a ton—a price sufficiently 
high to show its scarcity. “Vessels 
from Europe to that section now fill 
their bunkers to capacity before 
starting out, attempting to oarry 
enough coal for the outbound and 
return trips. 

Thus not only will vast quanti- 
ties of coal from our Southern mines 
go to supply the local demand south 
of the equator, but European com- 
merce, plying through the Panama 
Canal for Pacific. points—which now 
goes by Magellan or through Suez— 
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Gulf Coast

will get their fuel from the new- 
opened Southern empire. 
. Tobacco, grown in the Southern 
states, will find a practically new 
market in Japan and the Orient by 
reagon of the Panama Canal. Lead, 
zinc and petroleum are other natural 
products of the South which will 
find a new outlet through the canal. 
Wherever a thing, of whatever 
character, can be manufactured close 
to its supply of raw material it has 
a trade advantage of unsurpassed 
value. Take the single item of cot- 


‘ton in the South, which naturally 


comes first to one’s mind, and you 


‘have the fields growing right up to 


the mills on the cne hand and cheap 
labor on the other. 

Study the iron situation and. you 
find the ore and the coal side by 
side. . The coal is theré, also, for 
all other industries. Smelters han- 
dle the lead and zinc, refineries the 
oil and factories put the tobacco in 
the least bulky form for shipment. 

An entire article could be written 
on these economic advantages alone, 
but they are so apparent that a mere 
statement that in all the principal 
products of the South production and 
manufacturing facilities go hand in 
hand is sufficient to prove their 
value. 


Water Power a Factor. 


Finally, if one turns his attention 
to water power he sees another great 
contributing factor to the new life 
the South will take on when the 
Panama Canal opens. When the 
Southern Empire closed its doors 
after the Civil War the present in- 
estimable value of water power was 
not a factor in the manufacturing 
world. Today it is one of the great- 
est. 

Except in the Northwest ied is 
no section of the United States to- 
day with water power possibilities 
equal to the South. In certain in- 
stances it has the greatest latent 
power of the United States. 

Around these water power sites, 
with the opening of the Panama 
Canal and the new trade thus devel- 


oped, will grow, it is predicted, great 


manufacturing centers. As with the 
coal, the power and the materials to 
be manufactured lie side by side, and 
in the later instances the manufac- 
tured product will frequently have 
the added advantage of river trans- 
portation to tidewater. 

Again, the ports of the South, and 
the whole South, as a consequence, 
will benefit enormously, when the 
Panama Canal is finally completed, 
from the traffic of the Mississippi 
Valley and the Central West. 

New Orleans is closer to the pro- 
ducer and manufacturing centers of 
food and raw material of various 
sorts than New York or any Atlantic 
port, and no further away than the 
Atlantic ports from the wheat and 
corn of the Northwest. 

By rail from all these points New 
Orleans is much the easiest reached, 
for the routes are either level or 
down grade, while to the Bast nu- 
merous grade difficulties are en- 
countered. : 

With the nation's traffic carried 
on east and west lines and the rail- 
Ways ready built, every condition 
brought about by man has heretofore 
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been against the Southern ports. 
There were no-trunk lines to New 
Orleans and there was no use of es- 
tgblishing them. Neither has there 
been any considerable quantity of re- 
turn freight. Cars had to come back 
empty. 

But the opening of the waterway 
between the two great, oceans will 
change all this at a single stroke. 
It will provide at once the reason 
for trunk lines to be established 
north and south, as they heretofore 
have been east and west, and it will 
furnish incoming freight to load the 
‘ars on their return trips. 

Coal and iron are nowhere to be 
found in large or even commercial 
quantities in South America. This 
means two things to the South when 
the Panama Canal .opens; first, coal 
will be shipped to the South 
American market; second, having 
neither coal nor iron, South America 
cannot manufacture, except where 
she has water power—and that is 
not highly developed where found— 
she must buy her manufactured 
goods from this: country. 

Traffic With South America. 

What the South’s resources are for 
supplying this demand for manufac- 
tured articles : has already been 
shown. Furthermore, Brazil gives 
promise of raising large quantities 
of cotton, and with the increased de- 
mand for that staple she will proba- 
bly develop a considerable industry. 
Being unable to manufacture it she 
must send it to the South, where the 
rapidly increasing number of cotton 
mills, being established to care for 
the Panama Canal trade, can readily 
be made to care for the imported 
crop and return it as a finished ar- 
ticle of wear. 

Electricity for railways, lighting 
and power has not progressed in 
South America because of the same 
lack of coal, and that not only af- 
fords an additional market for the 
mines of the South, but will increase 
trade in machinery and construci:on 
materials with this country, a con- 
siderable portion of which the South 
will get, and a much larger part of 
which will add to the port traffic of 
the South when supplied from 8t. 
Louis and Chicago by the river 
routes. . 

From the South American coun- 
tries the South will receive, both for 
its own use and to transport to the 
Southwestern, Western and Central 
portions of the United States, coffee 
and rubber in enormous quantities, 
in addition to fruits, hemp, nitrate 
of soda, wool, silver, copper and nu- 
merous other products. 

Brazil furnished a _ stupendous 
amount of coffee to this country, and 
even now is waiting outside the 
gates of the South for the time 
the effects of the Panama Canal 
increase the facilities of the South- 
ern ports for handling foreign com- 
merce and force a water passage up 
the Mississippi Valley. 

Considered from? its physical loca- 
tion the South occupies an un- 
equaled position in reference to the 
Panama Canal. There are four rec- 
ognized passages from the Atlantic 
side of the canal to the world’s ftm- 
portant ports. These are the Yuca- 
tan Channel, the Windward passage 
and the Mona and Virgin passages. 
By far the most important is the 
Yucatan Channel, and every ship 
that comes through it will have its 
prow pointed straight for New Or- 
leans and the Gulf coast of the 
South. 


As a Naval Base. 


Traffic to New York through the 
Yucatan Channe] must first round 
Cuba and then steam out ofa direct 
course to escape the peninsula and 
Keys of Florida. The Windward 
passage, a .earer route, is a preca- 
rious way around Jamaica, between 
Cuba and San Domingo and up 
through the seattered Bermuda 
Islands. The Mona and Virgin pas- 
sages will be used only by vessels 
bound direct for Europe. 

Once the Panama Canal is opened 
the Caribbean Sea is the strategic 
point of the Western World. Even 
now it is the training grounds for 
our war fleet, and it must continue 
to be for all time to come. The a 
penditure of great sums in fort'fy' » 
the mouth of the Mississipi, dobile 
and Pensacola harbors and Key West 
is not an impossible future contin- 
gency, with the establishment of coal- 
ing and genera] naval supply bases 
on the Southern coast and the pur- 
chases of vast quantities of material 
there by the Government. |

won the race. In th3 last quarter of 
the nineteenth century, it was the 
race between Missouri and Texas for 
first place among the states west of 
the Mississippi River and for fifth 
place among the 10 greatest states 
of the Union. Now the race is be- 
tween Ohio and Texas for the fourth 
place. Between 1910 and 1930 it may 
be between Texas and Illinois for 
third place. 

Missouri took fifth place in 1870 
and held it without a struggle until 
1900, when for the iirst time it was 
clearly ‘. great danger of loss to Tex- 
as. In 1880 Texas passed from nine- 
teenth to eleve:.th place. Taking then 
seventh and sixth places successively, 
it turned Massachusetts down in 1900 
and crowded hard against Missouri. 

Oh the October totals announced 
from Washington, Missouri loses by 
a length and pong gpm forward 
to fifth place in » “neck and 
neck” with Ohio for the fourth. 

The Texas speed record, tm mov- 
ing to the front from nineteenth to 
fifth place in a generation, has never 
been equaled since Missouri itself 
passed from twenty-first place to fifth 
in the four decades which left Texas 
starting to the front from nineteenth 
place. As Ilinols passed from twen- 
tieth place to fourth in three decades, 
Illinois, Missouri and Texas now -.old

the pace-making records of two full. 


generations of American progress. 

The long breath drawn all over 
Missouri when the census figures of 
Oct. 1 were published is now second 
wind. “Grand Old Misscuri” is ready 
now for such a spurt as it has never 
made in its hist It thought it 
was doing its best between 1900 and 
1910, but the Texas rosults now show 
that it will not do to count what 
Missour! has been doing as even its 
second best. 

Texas Sets the Pace. 

Texas has certainly become the 
pacemaker of the Southwest and of 
the Union. Its success amounts to @ 
demonstration of the secret of suc- 
cess in the Southwest 

Missouri announced about the year 
1905 that it must be shown, or, in 
other words, that it invites demon- 


stration. It promised to assimilate. 


at once all the results of experience 
after being shown, as it is now 
shown, the heels of Texas, passing 
to the front to contest fourth piace 
with Ohio. It learns in 1910 that 
what it needs hereafter in moving 
"Ts the Front” is the Texas gait. 

The figures by which Texas prog- 
ress are measured ars 19-11-7-6-5. 
They mean that since 1870, when 
Vissouri took fifth rank among the 
10 greatest states, Texas has never 
had a setback. It went up in rank on 
the returns of each decade until it 
had pated ssourl, which never 
had a setback before 1910. 

The Missouri record of rank 
among the states from 1820, when it 
was organized, to 1910, when Texas 
turned it down, is 23-21-16-13-8-5-5-5- 
&-6, by cecades. The four 5s and the 
6 cover the period since 1870. dur- 
ing which, instead of going higher, 
Missouri held its own as the fifth 
state unti] Texas passed it. 

In.doing so Texas comes up against 
Ohio as the fourth state. In 1900 
Texas advertised a determination to 
pass Missouri. Texas five million 
clubs of later date announced that 
after Missouri, with 3,106,000 people 
in 1900, had been passed, Ohio, with 
4,157,000 in 1900, would be “next.” 
Ohio was the fifth state in 1820, 
when Missouri began as the twenty-

By reading the score down {| 
column as well as across, it Will 
show that all the other changes are 
due to the 7-6-5 rate of Texas move- 
ment, which turned Massachusetts 
down from sixth place to seventh in 
1900 and Missouri from fifth to sixth 
place in 1910. . 

The score gives Texas first place 
in the Southwest, first place among 
the states west of the Mississippi 
River and the open opportunity for 
its five million clubs to make good 
during the next 10 years if they are 
to join issues with Illinois for third 
place, after passing Ohio. 

When the October totals for Mis- 
sourl were published by counties 
there was nothing more to be said as 
to Texas. The loss reported in Mis- 


souri’s choicest and richest rural’ 


counties was simply deadening. Un- 
der existing condition, no state 
among the 10 first in rank of popula- 
tion, can move upward IF IT RE- 
LIES ON CITY GAINS ALONE, 
WHILE ITS RURAL POPULATION 
IS GOING BACKWARDS. 

While Massachusetts was ‘“boom- 
ing” its cities and gaining heavily 
in city population Texas “turned it 
down.” The result was explained 
only when full returns came in from 
the Massachusetts back districts. In- 
stead of coming to the front under 
the pull of the advance of the cities, 
they had gone to the rear by losing 
129 in every thousand of their popu- 
lation during a decade in which the 
rural population of Texas wag in- 
creasing at the rate of 302 in every 
thousand. 

The state which keeps the Amer- 
ican average rate of growth in al] 
towns of over 2500 inhabitants and 
doubles the average growth in all 
“rural counties” cannot be kept from 
moving to the front in the United 
States. 

This is the secret of the 19-11-7-6-5 
rate of Texas movement toward the 
top by decades. The victory of Texas 
over Missouri is explained in part by 
an announcement from the Census 


Bureau that “rural counties” in Tex- 
as have been growing during the last 
10 years beyond the average rate 
even of city growth. Fifty-five 
counties in Texas so far accounted 
for out of 245 “show gains of 287,535. 
or an average gain of 50.4 per cent 
for the rural counties. 

The four largest cities of Texas, 
whose population is not included in 
these county totals, show gains of 
173,550. The total increase for Tex- 
as, as then announced, for city and 
country, was 461,085. This was in- 
complete, covering less than half the 
State, but if Texas could keep any- 
thing like this balance of gain be- 
tween its cities and its rural counties, 
it might hope to rise from fifth place 
to first. 

New York holds first place because 
of the growth of New York City, 
Buffalo and its other larger towns. 
On increases outside ‘of its incorpor- 
ated towns it might go down from 
first place to twentieth. 

Pennsylvania, Illinois and Ohio de- 
pend now for their rank on city 
growth. Their rural counties have 
been growing slowly on the averages 
of each state, but in each state many 
rural counties are losing population, 
while the average gain of population 
outside of incorporated towns is 
never expected to be over a third of 
the gain in town population. 

It may be three years before the 
Census Bureau makes a full compari- 
son of losses and gains between town 
and country in each state on the 
census of 1910. But the report made 
in 1903 on the census of 1900 showed 
that Ohio is now in the grip of con- 
ditions which “turned down” Mis- 
souril. They have been far worse in 
Ohio than in Missouri. 

While Texas has been gaining 
steadily above the American average 
in both town and country, Ohio had 
a gain of less than one-tenth of 1 per 
cent to show outside its towns of 
over 2500 in 1890, and in 1900 it 
showed a loss of four-tenths of 1 
per cent. Ohio cities averaged a gain 
of 46 per cent fn 1890 and of nearly 
33 per cent in 1900, but during the

same time Texas gained at the rate 
of over 30 per cent in the country, 
while its town gains of 1890 were 
142.9 per cent and in 1900 47.9 per 
cent. 

In 1900 Ohio had 125 towns and 
cities of over 2600 and four cities of 
over 100,000. This year it has five 
cities of over 100,000, Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Columbus, Dayton and Tole- 
do, already reported. In spite of the 
high rate of growth in the five lead- 
ing cities of Texas, none of them 
passes the 100,000 mark this year. 
It also appears that Texas had only 
56 towns and cities of over 2500 in 
1900, while Illinois had 113. Ohio 
gained 18 in .U years, while Texas 
gained only 13 in the number of 
towns over 2600. 

If this were all, it would settle the 
rank of Illinois and Ohio as against 
any state west of the Mississippi.

and 34.2 per cent in the country Tex- 
as had an easy victory over Massa- 
chusetts when Massachusetts sur- 
passed both Illinois and Ohio in the 
number of its cities. 

In 1910 Chicago alone keeps the 
third place for Illinois. The same 
results of rural losses and town gains 
appeared in Illinois 20 years ago 
which appear in Missouri for the 
first time in 1910, when St. Louis and 
Kansas City, with an aggregate gain 
of 232,420, offset losses in 71 coun- 
ties, giving the State a population 
reported at 3,293,335, with a gain of 
only 6 per cent in 10 years. 

An average gain of “not less than 
35 per cent for Texas a whole” was 
expected in Washington when re- 
tyrns up to Oct. 1 showed an in- 
crease of 461,000, with a net increase 
of 60.1 per cent in 55 out of 245 
counties. In 1900 these 245-counties 


averaged a gain of 47.9 per cent in 
all towns and 34.2 per cent in the 
country and in villages. 
“Not less than 385 per cent” car- 
ries Texas beyond 4,000,000 far 
enough to open the race with Illinois 
for third’ place after winning against 
Ohio for fourth. Ohio goes down 
with deadly certainty as soon as its 
percentages of “abandoned farms” 
rank with those of New England. 
People began to move out of Mas- 
sachusetts and other New England 
states when the cities got complete 
control. They move where they can 
find new homes in the country where 
they can “settle down“ on cheap 
land. Between 1910 and 1900 Texas 
has been cutting up its ranches and 
doing everything which promises 
most for the genuine “home-seeker.”’ 
People who want homes in the coun- 
try want progress, but they want 
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settled life in homes of their own, in 
which they can raise a family, leav- 
ing a family home to theif children 
after them. 

They have found out that it takes 
something like genius to be able to 
do that in a modern American city. 
They think of city people as home- 
less, with no idea of what home life 
means. So when Texas advertised 
homes for all the home-seekers who 
would come after them they began 
to settle the unsettled parts of Texas. 
When they did not come fast enough, 
Texas sent after them. It got them 
by the 10,000 from Ohio, Illinois, 
Iowa and Missouri. Since 1900 it 
has worked as it never worked be- 
fore for country population as well as 
town population. 

One result just reported by E. T. 
Kone, Texas Commissioner of ,Agri- 
culture, is the increase of the total 
wealth of the State from $945,320,000, 
assessed in 1900, to $3,350,000,000, as- 
sessed in 1910. This is an increase

of over 300 per cent in wealth as- 
sessed for taxation. In taxable 
wealth it puts Texas already in the 
same rank with the great states from 
which many of its home-seekers mi- 
grated on the surplus left from pay- 
ing back taxes on their highly as- 
sessed old homes after selling them. 

According to the census summary 
for October, rural losses shown in 
the report on Missouri “will be dupli- 
cated in Illinois, Iowa and other old- 
er farming states of the Central 
West.” In that case Texas, with over 
4,000,000 population in 1910, -is a can- 
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didate for third place against IIll- 
nois. ’ 

In its town: gains, at a maximum 
of over 174 per cent in Fort Worth, 
the Texas “high-water mark” of town 
gains is exceeded in the United States 
only by four other towns so far re 
ported. The Texas rural gains are 


not equaled anywhere else in thes 


country on figures thus far repo ‘ 
If they hold an average of between 
20 and 30 per cent, the losses now re- 
ported fh rural Ohio and TMilinois 
cannot continue without maki it 
easy for Texas to take third p 

in less time than it has cost to take 
fifth fro.a Missouri. 

If Texas towns go on taking the 
country to the front with them, it 
will certainly, it is believed, rank 
every state in which the country goes 
back as the towns go forward.

Her husband was on the 
floor, over which, it appears, she had 
been dragging him, and she still, held 
in her hand locks of hair that she 
had pulled from the unfortunate’s 
head. 

The sardonic Swift observed on ofie 
occasion, “A man who marries 
thrusts .his hand into a sackful of 
snakes on the chance of finding an 
eel,’ and “Venus, a beautiful, good- 
natured lady, was the goddess of 
love: Juno, a terrible shrew, was 


the goddess of marriage—and they 
were always mortal enemies.

Gashes on His Wrist 


was found lying shot to death on Euclid 

Heights. boulevard, Cleveland, O., on the 
night of Aug. 6, the mysterious murderer or mur- 
derers who have haunted that fashionable resi- 
dential district during the past two years added 
a fourth victim to their list. 

More than. .two months have elapsed since Rice 
was murdered, but the manner in which he came 
to his death, as well as all the circumstances 
surrounding the crime, are as much a mystery as 
ever. Pinkerton detectives have been working 
day and night to run down his assassin. 

William Nelson Cromwell, the famous New 
York lawyer, and three of Rice’s associates have 
offered a reward. of $10,000 for the apprehension 
of the murderer. But everyone connected with 
the case declares there is not the slightest clew 
to his identity. 

What makes the case all the more baffling and 
mysterious is that three other Clevelanders—two 
men and a woman—have met their death in al- 
most precisely the same manner in the same lo- 
cality. Two years ago this fall J. J. Phillips, one 
of the biggest coal dealers in Cleveland, was found 
Jess than fifty feet from the spot where Rice’s 
body was found with a bullet wo1nd in his head. 
Death had been instantaneous. Although the en- 


WW ve William L. Rice, millionaire lawyer, 
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tire police force of Cleveland and numerous out- 
side detectives worked on the case for months, 
the murderer has never been found. 

Even more mysterious are the circumstances 
surrounding the double murder of Carl Bern- 
thaler, a musician of wide reputation, and Miss 
Lena Zeichmann, who was found shot to death 
almost in each other’s arms in the vacant lot 
directly opposite the spot where the body of Mil- 
lionaire Rice was found. 3 

This murder took place on May 6, 1909. Com- 
ing so closely after the mysterious murder of 
Phillips, an unusually determined effort was made 
to run down the assassin. Every possible clew 
was followed up, but without the slightest suc- 
cess. 

Bernthaler and Miss Zeichmann had gone to 
Euclid Heights to take a walk. And in broad 
daylight they were shot down by some mysteri- 
ous assassin. When first their bodies were 
found it was thought Bernthaler had shot Miss 
Zeichmann and turned the wéapon on himself or 
vice versa, but the absence of any shooting iron 
of course made that theory untenable. 

Some fiend or enemy shot them to death. But, 
as in the Phillips murder case, the police +-ere 
unable to find anyone who was even remotely 
connected with the crime. 

The mysterious murder of William L. Rice two 
months ago attracted even more attention than

the previous crimes. Mr. Rice was a lawyer of 
rational reputation. In Cleveland he ranked as 
one of its wealthiest citizens. 

When the news of his murder reached New 
York William Nelson Cromwell, the famous New 
York lawyer, hastened to Cleveland on a special 
train. For three weeks he worked day and night 
to find the murderer of his friend and business 
associate. 

The best Pinkerton detectives in the country 
were called in to aid the local authorities, and 
several of them 4re still *t work, but it is gen- 


‘erally admitted they have done all that human 


agencies can do. 

To be sure, suspicion. did point to a well-known 
Clevelander. However, the suspected man proved 
an alibi with ease. He showed to the satisfac- 
tion of the Coroner and police that he was miles 
away from the scene of the crime that night, and 
conductors on street cars testified he did not 
return to the Heights until long after the mur- 
dered man had been found. 

Who killed William L. Rice? The mystery is 
even more baffling than that of the Bernthaler 
and Zeichmann case. Did he meet death at the 
hands of some fiend, some insane man at large 
with a gun bent upon taking human life for the 
sake of killing, or did some business enemy shoot 
him down in cold blood for some real or fancied 
wrong? 

Did J. J. Phillips, former wealthy coal dealer, 
and Carl Bernthaler and Miss Lena Zeichmann 
encounter the same madman or were they the 
victims of personal enemies who went to Euclid 
Heights for the purpose of taking their lives. 

These are questions that the relatives of the 
murdered people, the interested public and the 
police authorities are trying to answer. The 
highwayman theory need not be considered. 
Neither Phillips’ nor Rice’s valuables were 
touched, and Bernthaler and Miss Zeichmann 
were shot down in the Gaytime—a chance not 
even the boldest highwayman would take. 

The popular idea is that private enemies took 
the lives of these four Clevelanaers. And there 
is much to support this belief. 

Phillips’ business affairs were: found to be in 
a tangled state. As the result of his death the 
Glenville Savings and Trust Co. closed its doors. 
A business enemy in his case is one theory. 

Carl Bernthaler, the musician, had few if any 
business connections, but he was a middle-aged 
widower with a family and Miss Zeichmann was 
a comparatively young woman. While it could 
not be ascertained if she had any ‘overs, there 
is the possibility that one of them shot them 
down. 

In the Rice case the theory of a business enemy 
is even more plausible. Mr. Rice was unpopular 
in Cleveland because of tife big fees he exacted

selection in the picking of its victims, a 
vagary. that is not often observed in na- 
ture. Not long ago a young girl was killed while 
sitting under a tree with a baby on an English 
common. The child, standing at the moment of 
the flash, was knocked down but was uninjured. 
There are many instances of this strange selec- 
tion, due in most cases, probably, to some acci- 
dent of clothing, says the London Spectator. 
There is a well-remembered case which happened 
some years ago at Cambridge, when three young 
men were walking across 2n open space of ground 
and the middle one of the three was struck dead,

while the others were untouched. | 

The inquest showed that the young man who 
was killed had nails in his boots, whereas the 
others were wearing boating shoes. 

The phenomena of thunder storms have been 
the subject of much study in America. But if 
thunder storms can be classified, they are still 
not thoroughly understood. We do not yet know 
what are the exact conditions which lead to a 
discharge of electricity in the form of a lightning 
flash from cloud to cloud or from cloud to earth. 
We cannot reproduce thunder and lightning in a 
laboratory. We do not khow what is the origin 
of the electrification, manifested in a storm. 
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from his clients. Frequent threats had been made 
against him. In fact, he knew, it is said, that he 
was liable to be attacked at any moment. He 
spent an hour or two every day with a boxing 
instructor, and, in addition, seldom ventured out 
alone. 

That Rice gave a nard fight was evident from 
the manner in which the dead man was wounded 
on the wrists. His wrists were slashed to the 
bone—evidently before a bullet pierced his brain. 

This is the greatest argument against the re- 
venge theory, for the American man who é6ets out 
to kill does not use a knife. A gun is his only 
weapon. 

Within the past menth a new theory has been 
advanced which explains these four mysterious 
murders in a more plausible manner than any- 
thing that has yet been offered. It is nore other 
than that an arch fiend,-a lunatic with a homi- 
cidal mania, is responsible for the crimes. And 
certain facts have been brought to light which 
bear out this theory, although it must be admit- 
ted that the family and friends of William L. 
Rice discredit it. 

It is. known that there lives near Euclid 
Heights a-man who at one time was confined in 
an insane asylum. It is‘also known that he is a 
good shot and has many firearms. It is also 
said that he is in the habit of prowling around 
at all hours of the day and night. Experts who 
examined the bullets which killed the four vic- 
tims declare they might have been fired from a 
distance. 

Chief of Police Frederic Kohler of Cleveland 
declares the new theory a very plausible one, ex- 
cept for one thing. How were Rice’s wrists 
slashed if he was shot down from a distance by 
this maniacal assassin? Needless to say, the de- 
tectives have worked on this theory, but they find 
it as impossible to fasten the crimes, one, two 
or all of them, on this “suspect” as upon the vari- 
ous business enemies relatives of the dead men 
regard with suspicion. 

In all probability the crimes will, it is thought, 
go down in the annals of Cleveland murders as 
“unsolved mysteries.” Human agencies have 


done all that can be done. Perhaps another 
crime in the same locality will reveal the identity 
of the murderer. At any rate, his chances of de- 
tection will be greater, for not only has the police 
force in that locality been doubled, but extra 
lights have been erected. Time alone will tell.

HAT powerful negro empires of great size 
a: and some culture existed in the Sudan be- 
fore the white races entered Africa is the 
conviction Of a French scientist, M. Zeltner, who 
reports in La Nature on the results of his 
archeological investigations in the basins of the 
rivers Niger and Senegal. 

Within a triangle formed by the towns of 
Timbuctoo, Kayes and Bamako he located 52 
archeological deposits consisting of ruins of un- 
known cities. M. Zeltner’s most interesting finds 
were made in caves on the upper Senegal. Here 


‘an abundance of runic signs and drawings were 


found traced on rocks. They were similar in 
character to those discovered in South African 
caverns. The writings have some resemblance 
to those signs found on ancient ruins further 
eastward in the Sahara desert, and are believed 
by M. Zeltner to be related to the present 
Taureg alphabet. 

The discoveries made have yet to be thorough- 
ly studied. M. Zeltner thinks that the archeo- 
logical exploration of the African Continent is 
yet in its infancy and will doubtless yield sur- 
prising results in establishing the advanced state 
of development attained by the black races in 
early times.
